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The Great Pyramid Witness 


Being a defence of Brother Russell's interpretation of Isaiah 19: 19, 20, and 
a Reply to (he charges made against the inspired testimony of ihe Lord's 
Stone Witness, the Great Pyramid, in the IS1h November 1928 issue of 
the "Match Tower." 


BROTHER RUSSEL. first drew the attention of nearly all of us to the message of 
the Great Pyramid, as he firmly believed that this building is Ihe “ Altar" and 
' Pilar” spnken of by the prophel Isaiah, and which, according to the prophet, 
was destined to be for a "Sign" and for a © Witness'’ to Ihe Lord of hosts 
in ‘thal day''—lsa. 19: 19, 20; Acts 7: 31. 

This belief of Brother Russell is presented in the third volume of '' Studies In 
the Scriptures," first issued ln 181, and still published by ihe Society whieh 
he founded.  RBrolher Russel died on Gist Oclaber, 1916; and only one month 
before he died he wrote a new preface to his third volume, in which he relterated 
his implicit faith in the Pyramid's Divine origln and inspired message to mankind, 
But, strange though H is, entirely contrary views are now heing presented by 
the "Society," — Every proof advanced by the writer of Vol. Ili. “ Studies ’" in 
support of his claim is denied in the most absolute way, without the least attempt 
to temper the denial, especially in an arlicie in Ihe Society's periodical, “ The 
Watch Tower,” issued 15th November, 19248. 1n consequence many readers of 
Brother Russell's writings are disturbed, and queries are constantly belng 
addressed to us, and we are asked to express our opinion, 


To remind ourselves what Brnther Russell thought of the Great Pyramid and 
its testimony we shall quote a few senlences from his third volume ;—- 


“lt should he remembered that, aside from the Great Pyramid here referred to, 
there are others, some of stone and some of brick; but ail of them are mere 
attempts to copy it, and are in every way inferior, in size, accuracy, and internal 
arrangement. And il bas also heen demonstrated that, unlike the Great Pyramid, 
they contain no symbolic features, hut were evidently designed and used as 
sepulchres for the royal families of Egypt. 


"The Great Pyramid, however, proves to he a storehouse of Impnrtant truth, 
scientific, historic, and prophetic, and ils testimony is found to be in perfect accord 
with the Bible, expressing the prominent features of its truths in beautiful and 
fitting symbols, Jt is by no means an addition to the written revelation: that 
revelation is complete and perfect, and needs no addition. 

“But it is a strong corroborative witness to God's plan; and few students can 
carefully examine it, marking the harmony of tls testimony with that of the written 
Word, without feeling impressed that its construclion was planned and directed 
hy the same divine wisdom, and that it is the pillar of witness referred to by the 
prophet in the above quotation "—Isa. 19: 19, 20. 


“This ancient structure being repeatedly referred ta in the Scriptures, we 
cannot doubt that, if questioned, this ' Witness" of the Lord in the land of 
Egypt will hear such testimany as will honour Jehovah, and fully correspond with 
His written Word, We thus introduce this ‘ Witness" because the inspiration of 
its testimony will doubtless be as much disputed as that of the Scriptures, by the 
prince of darkness, the god of this warki, and those whom he blinds to the 
truth." 


In the IOth paragraph of the opposing “Watch Tower" article, special 
emphasis is laid on the Lord's command to the nation of Israel, who were bound 
under the law, not to make likenesses nf anylhing in heaven—Exod. 20: 4. As 
the ‘pian of salvation” is a heavenly plan, so, this article informs us, God 
would not have ‘‘ contradicted’ his own law hy making a “likeness '' of this plan 
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in stone—that fs, in the Great Pyramid. ence, the Lord could not have designed 
the Great lyenmid. This reasoning ds regarded as dending greatly lo support 
the main theme of the article, namely, that Ihe Pyramid was designed by the devil, 

To refute this unscriptural claim we need only to direct allention to the con- 
struclion of the Tahernacle and the Temple, both made in the likenesses of 
“ palleens " desipned hy God, and belh depicling features of the Lord's plan of 
sulvulion—Exod, 25: 9; Heh, 8: 5; 9: 23, 24; 1 Chron. 28: 11-19, 

The sole reason why Gad forhade his people to make " likenesses '' is slated in 
Exe. 20: 5, namely, “Thou shall net baw down thyself to them, nor serve 
them." And this applied nol only to things in heaven, hut also to likenesses of 
anvthing on earth or in the sea. 

Now, when God commanded Moses, and aflerwards David, in their ‘cnnstric- 
tion of the Fahernicle aml Temple to miake cherobims, fliwers, pomeuranales, 
ncn, all likenesses of this in heaven. mnl earth, was he aleliheratyly conli- 
dicting his own Jaw?—See Exo 25: 18-40; 26: 1; 28: 123; 3 Ciwen 3: 
3-17; 4: 1-15, If we made the mistake of supposing so it would he hecatse we 
nevtected to divide aright the Word of trulh—2 Tim. 2: 15-18, 


We have direct Scriptural authority fer depicling things perfainins to the 
Lord's plan of salvatinn oo charts and on diagrams. ‘This authorily is given tts in 
Habakkuk 2: |, 2. On the strength af this Seriplure, Brother Russel} drew his 
chart nf the ages, piven im Vol, LO" Steulies,” which has been a great blessing 
lo yery many of the Lord's penpe in enabling them to grasp the leaching of the 
tihle, 

The passage and chamber system of the Lord‘: stone Witness in Egypt, how- 
ever, is a mare convincing way of depicting these linus, for ib shows the plan 
of God in aclinn—-the Descending Passate represents the downward course uf 
mankind lo death, ihe Ascending Passages Ihe upward ways la Hfe, and the open 
" wWell-Shaft '' (hy which alone access can he pained lo Ihe upper passages from 
ihe Descending Passage) symbolises Ihe ransom sacrifice of Jesus Christ, faith in 
which alone can enahle us to escape dealh and altain tn life. 

The Pyramid's method of portraying the plan of ihe ages is also chronolagical, 
for the measurements of the pnssase-Wiys show the duralions af the various 
Ages, and the many times or seasons inio which the Eord's plan is divided. The 
Great Pyramid is Ihe method [hat the Lord Dimscif adopted do make His grand 
nlan of the ages “plain upon tables of slone, that we who read il mas run for 
fhe prize of the high calling in Christ Jesus. Il is very evident thal no one 
need apolopize for teaching ihal the Lord's “glad tilings of great joy, which 
shall he to all peopie," was outlined by Him in ihe symbols and measures of the 
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Great Pyramid, centuries hefore He sent. Illa angel to the shepherds in the field 
of Belhichem-—1.uke 2; 4-14, 


At the beginning of the 12th paragraph i the © Watch Tuwcer "" arlicle is 
the following quolalinn :—"* The Great Pyramid of Gizeh is strong corroborative 
proof of God's. plan as set forth in His Word." These wards are the expression 
nf Brother Russell's conviction; but Ihe arlicle goes on to deny this expression 
of faith, stating thal God's. Word needs no corraboralive proof. The fact slill 
remains, however, that God bas had, aml continues ta have, Tis witnesses; and 
all of them, he they animale or inanimate, must of necessity corroborate some 
part at least of His Word. 


Many things were written in the law of Moses, in the prophets, and in the 
psalms concerning Jesus Christ, and when in due lime Tle, [he ™ faithful wit- 
ness," came and fulfilled the things spoken, Ile was Himself a ** corroborative 
wiiness'" do Ihe lrelh af Jehovah's Word—lake 24: 25-27, 44-48, 

Ever since Jolin Taylor, whose work is chel hy Brother Russell, first drew 
allention tn the sacred nalure of the Great Pyramid, the presentation of Ihe 
monument’s festimniy has heen resolutcly opposed.  Prohably this is ko he 
expected, althoneh il is worthy of ninte that the npposers are oflen singular for 
their spirit nf hillerness, and even animosily. The altacks against the inspiration 
of the testimony of the Lord's stone Wilness and those who believe in this 
testimony is much on a par wilh these that have been waged against the Lord's 
written Word and all who have faith in il. 


Nevertheless it is trae that the Great Pyramid has already proved lo he a 
Sign and Wilness, testifying io the truth. of the Biblical plan nf salvation; and 
none nf the specious arguments directed against this faci can mnve [hose who, 
tike Brother Russell, understend tt—See what Brother Russell says in Ihe last four 
lines of Val. TI, " Studies.” We realise Ihat our heavenly Father dnes nothing 
unnecessarily, and He must therefore have bad cond reason in thas providing the 
added testimony of the Altar and Pillar in Esrypt. 


If we accepted the references lo the Worf of God in the 119th Psalm in a 
literal way, it would seem Ihat the five books of Moses, known as the “ Penta- 
teuch," with the addition of the bnok of Jab, were aleme sufficient. for the child 
nf God, even thoweh other writings of the Seriptures were added subsequently, 
We are aware thal the l'salmists words were, in the fuller sense, prophulic, and 
intended hy Gud lo include. all later inspired alterances. Just so, aud the Great 
Pyramid is alsn prophetic, as has been ahundaally demonstrated. 


Erected twenty years hefore Abraham was hnrn, and aver five hundred years 
before the giving of the law through Moses, (liis “ Miracle in Stone" foretold 
all the «details of the Lord's plan of saivatinn and plan of the ages. The Lord 
there wrote His purposes hy means of symbols and measures, to shaw that all 
llis works were known to Him from the beginning (Acts 15: 18); and we, His 
children, are enahted to read these signs and symbnis hy the enlightenment pf the 
Holy Spirit. For the language of the Spirit is the language of symbols, without 
which much of the Word of God cannot he comprehended—John 6; 48-53. 


ln a sense if is the testimony nf the Pyramid thal is covrohorated hy the Bible 
and the facts of history, fnr it is now seen En coniain Ihe outline of these things, 
Events pertaining 1o God's plan do not "happen" by chance, hut all was fore- 
arranged; and the teslimany pf Ihe Pyramid is wilness lo this trah. Thus our 
faith and confidence in the Lord is increased. 

And it is nnt that God requires a corroboration of His Word, but that He 
foreknew we would; and He has therefore gracinusly granted it, telling us where 
to look for it—lsa. 19: TO, 20. The fneeknew that there would be many wha 
would profess to interpret Wis Word and teach that His “ plan’ was thus and sn. 
And He foreknew that Spirilism, Christian Science, Evolutian, all of which deny 
ihe necessity for the ransom-sacrifice of Rs dear Son Jesus Christ, would increase 
and deceive many. 

He therefore designed and caused tn he hullt 2 stone Sign and Witness to 
Himself, which, like ihe words of the visions of Daniel, was “sealed up" until 
the "time of Ihe end." Then, in the time of the end when ils testimony wis 
necessary to confirm the inlerprelation of [Tis written Word hy Tis wise and 
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faithful servant (whom He also foreknew and forelnid—Matt. 24: 45-47), this 
stone “ Witness "" would yield its secret. That is why we are now able in decipher 
the hidden message contained in the Great Pyramid. ‘This message proves the 
ubsolule necessity for the ransom-sacrifice af Jesus Christ. 


There are many systems of chronology, even many purporting lo he based 
upon the Word of God. Bul there is only the one system Ihat agrees with the 
lime-measurements of the Pyramid. and that is ihe Bible one drawn do our 
altention hy Brother Russell in his “ Studies in the Seriptures.” Te was alone 
in his presentation of this chronology, and the Scriptural thme-features hased 
upon it; for all other enmmentatnrs have reasoned thal they should noi accept 
this Bible chronology. 


But Brother Russell, percelving that every link in this chronological chain is 
directly based upon Bible statements, fudged that it must he right; and that his 
judument was correct is proved by the accurate time-measurements in ihe Lord's 
stone Wilness, And these measurements [n the [vramit are in themsefves 
proved accurate by the exact “ sclentific ^" features. The word scientific has bern 
zppliad 1n those features which reveal that the Desiener of ihe building knew 
nf the precise number nf days in the year, the year on which history is based. 
fie alsn knew the exact dimensinns af the earth on which mankind has bis bheing., 
and acts out his foreknown history and appointed fimes—Acts 17: 26, There is 
noihing hid fram Tim with whom we have lo do. 


The proportionate features in the stone Witness prove ihat it is all the one 
grand design, harmonious wilhin Itself, harmnnious wilh the earth on which it 
stands, harmonious with the Gistery of man on earth, and harmonious with lhe 
Word of God which tells of the fall of man and his ultimate redemption theetuh 
the Son of God. And if any cim bring himself ln imasine that ail ihis ia the 
product nf the “father of Bes," Salan, he lias our campassinn. Par we alse 
were in darkness until God in mercy heard our cry, which came from our heart 
in all sincerity, and delivered us from the power of darkness and (ranslaled us 
into the Wingdom of Mis denr Son. Then, aur eves of understanding Beini 
enlightened, we sow that it was by Iim, the Sen of God, that alf Uhings in 
heaven anl earth, visible and invisible, were made, and that hy Dim all things 


consisi—Jahn 1: 3; Col, 1: 13-17. 


The heavenly Father does nat shandon His children who earnestly desire lo 
cling close ta His Word of truth hy which they were begotten, and hy which, 
also, (hey are nourished ami sanctified—James 1: 18: 1 Pet. 1: 22, 23: John 
17: 14-17; Eph. 5: 26. The added witness uf the Pyramid's testimony 
Sirenathens owe confidence that we have indeed the correct. inlerprelation of Ihe 
Yard. 


That God does not withhold corrnhorative evidence when necessary is enn- 
clusively proved in the Scriptures, The apnstles and disciples might have known 
from the Scriptures alone that their helnved Master must have risen from the 
desd the third day after His crucifixion, hul the writer of Acts declares that “We 
showed Himself alive after his passion hv manv infallible pronfs "—Acls 1: 1-3, 
Many infallible prnofs were granted to them. fiat iheir faith might he onouestion- 
ing: and the same Lord now, in his lovinskindusss, granis to us the infallible 
testimony of his stone Witness in addition to His infallihle Word, that we may 
have full assurance nf faith, 


We read that Gnd, after He made definile promise fo Abraham, "* confirmed it 
hy an path,” But, it might be objected, a promise from the real Jehovah is all 
that is necessary, and there was no need for [lim ta confirm it hy ao noth. Du! 
Gol thought otherwise: and the writer of Hebrews explains that if was hecause 
He was willing “more abundanilv " to show to us, the “heirs nf promise,” the 
“ immutahiliby of Fis counsel " that He this hound! Himself to fulĥ Mis promisc— 
"That by ĉiro immutable things, in which it was impossible for Geil to lie, we 
might have strong comsnlation, who have fled for refuse ln lay hold upon the hrpe 
set before us "—Heh, G: 13-70. 


After the finnd, Gnd established a covenant with Noah and his sons, and wilh 
all flesh. To confirm the troth of this covenant Ve rranted a "token or sinn, 
which we can still see—Gen, 9: B-17. Was this loken or sit necessary when 
He had already made His covenant with Noah? i is not for ns fo nucstian il;

for Gnd delights to call fart the faith and love of all His people, nml therefore 
grants us still further corroborative proofs of the tralh af Ilis word. Wilh Him 
it is such a little thing; but wilh us it means so much, 


lt is said in this opposing o” Watch Tower" article that ‘‘ Nowhere [s it 
written In Grid's Word that a slrucivrc nf stone, or any other object, is to be 
a aide far the chill af Gad.” 


But the Word of God is replete with types and iflustratinus hased upon every 
kind of objects. The symbolis and signs of the book of Revelation, and the 
parabies of our Lord, served a double purpose, namely, to hide ihe teaching of 
the Word from the contentious ang unbelieving, and to guide Ihe meek into a 
full understanding of God's plan—Matt. 13: 10-17, 34-36, 51.53; Psa. 
25: 9; Isa. Gl: 1. The Greal Pyramid is in reality a parable, not understood 
hy unbelievers and mockers, hut clearly read and appreciated by the Lord's little 
ones, 


li is also implied that an altar cannot he used fnr a witness, but nnly for 
sacrifice. However, no malter bow the words of the prophet Isaiah (19; 19, 20) 
are interpreled, he says that. this ° Altar” is ao" Pillie,” and that it is intended 
ta he for a " Sign " and for a '* Witness to the Lard of hosts in the land of 
Egypt, 

It is evident that this is a peculiar kind of an altar, and not the usual kind for 
sacrificial purposes. The Great Pyramid, complete with its topstone (for iE had a 
topslone, as had all the other pyramids, some nf which are now in museums), 
represents the Christ complele, head and beady. Ami as-our Lord quoted Psalm 
118: 22, “The stone which the builders refused is become the head stone of 
the corner. This is Ihe Lord's doing; it is marvellous in our eyes," and applied 
it to Himself, We there showed thal He understood that He must first he rejected 
by the rulers of the people (whom Ife addressed as “you builders "), but that 
afterwards his heavenly Father would raise Iim from the dead and make Wim 
head over all. He knew, in mher words, that il would he afler His sacrifice was 
accomplished that dle would he exalted to become the " head. slone nf the 
corner "—Matt. 21; 42-44: Acts A; 10-12, 


So with the bndy-members of Christ, the ''living-stnnes'' built up in Ine 
with their heavenly head-slone, each must first he rejected and go Into their 
sacrificiat death, spoken of in the Scriptures as heing ‘ planted together in the 
likeness of His death,” that they may share with llim in His resurrection—Rom, 
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6: 3-5, “That ] may know him, and the power of his resurrection, and ! 
fellowship of his sufferings, being mule conformable unto his death; if by 7 
means [ might altain unto the resurrection of the iexl"—Phil. 3: IO, 1 
These words of the aposile Paul are echoed in the heart of every nne of | 
followers of Christ; and when resurrected these " living-stones " become pari 
Jehovah's preat Spiritual Pyramid, of which the stone Pyramid in Egypt is 
figure. Therefore the Great Pyramid is, in a sense, a pre-arranged memori: 
altar of the "' better sacrifices " of Jesus Christ and his under priesthond—t [^ 
ae 

As the Great Pyramid in Egypt contalns the Lord's plan of salvation, so l 
exalted Spiritual Pyramid will be the ever-living embodiment of this plan, With 
the Christ, head and body, likened to “ stnmes'' built together, al! knowledge w 
reside that wil] help the world to escape sin and iis results, and attain to li 
everlasting. The Christ is in the same way the spiriinaj fulfilment of the templ 
bul there are important illustrations in the Pyramid nol found in the temple, 
ihere are in the temple nol found in the Pyramid. Both are required, and bo 
are used by the Holy Spirlt to teach the Lord's people. 


A more Seriptural figure for making plain ihe ''visinn" of the plan of Gc 
than that of the Pyramid cannot be found; and for this reason Brother. Russe 
used it in his Vol. E, of ‘* Studies.” Oniy those blinded by the adversary ci 
fail to see this beautiful illustration of the one-ness of the Christ, and of 11 
absolute pre-eminence of our Lord as represented by the topstone. 


None can take ihe place of the risen Jesus Christ; neither can he occupy 
less exalted place. So with the head corner stone of the Pyramid, it is nhvine 
that none of the other stones can take fis place, and it itself cannot he built int 
a lower position, And as the tnpstonc points upward, so Christ Jesus eve 
wives the glory to Gost aver all as the Author of Salvation. 


While in course of construction the topstone nf the Pyramid would stand a 
a model of the compleled huilding, but hecause of ils unique shape ils purpos 
would be misunderstood hy the uninstrucied, or " disnhedient,” workmen, DB 
these it would be refused and rejected, for they wouhi find nn place far it, Hui 
lo Those whe knew. ils uftimale purpose dhe headstone would indeed be precious 
and their belief in il would one day be vindicaled when il was demonslralel tha 
this hitherto “disallowed '"" stone was (he only one that could crown the whol 
hriikding, 3 

Thus we read: “Wherefore also it is containeil in dhe Scriptures, Behold 
lay in Zion |a symbol of the spiritual Zion, the Christ] a chief carner stone 
elect, precious: and he thal believeth on Wim shall nat be confounded, Unfo vin 
therefore which believe he is precinus: but unio them which be disobedient, tlu 
sione which the builders disallowed [refused, rejected]. ihe same is made the 
head of ihe corner, and a slong of stumbling, and a rock of offence, even to ther 
which stumble al the ee being disobedient: whereunta also they were 
appointed "—7] Pet. 2; 4-3 

The apostie, hy eman saw that the Old Testament Seriptures which he 
quotes, one in the Psalms (118: 22) and the olhers in Isaiah (8: 14, 15: 
28: 16), were referring to the one stone, and thal this slone represented Jesus 
Christ. To those who are ohedicot this stone fs previous, and ihe Seriplure in 
Isaiah 28: 16 is applicable do them. To the disobedient, nu the other hand, the 
slone is a stumbling-black and rock af offence, becuase hey cannol understand ils 
purpose: amd 1o Ihis disobedient class the other Scriplures appiv, amd were so 
applied by our Lord Ilirmself, and by Pefer—Matth 21: 42-44: Avis 4: TI. 
As is obvious, it is only in Ihe headstone nf the Pyramid that these texts can final 
fulfilmeol, for no single stone in the temple could give any apparent. reasonable 
excuse to the ” builders” to he offended at it, aod reject il, 


Common archilecture furnishes no pre-eminent corner or corner-stene, anu 
to reward any ane slone tn such a huildino as the ‘chief is a mere cun- 
ventionatism wilhoul realily im fael, Phe Uihle does nol so refer la our. Lard, 
for Mis pre-eminence is real, There cimo he no bhead cernes slon wilhont [he 
Pyramid; thal edifice alone has such a head, a corner stone uniquely and indis- 
putably the chief. It is the slone that stands loward heaven fnr. every other 
stone io the building, a heavenly " foundalion " toward which all the olhers arc 
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attracted. To dis dominant angles the whole monumen! must conform, that all 
Ihe building may he filly framed together." In ihis highly exatted topslone ihe 
entire Pyramid has iis bond of perfceloess, ils shelter, and ils crown.  Ahonl 
such imagery liere should be no question, especially no question amongst those 
who claim jesus Christ as thetr Head moll Master. in all ihe richness of the 
Seriplures there is nol a more expressive and significant symbol uf the Christ, 
head and body, than the Pyramid. ‘This is the Lord's doing; il is marvellous in 
our eyes | 


As for an ahar being used for a "o witness,” and nol for sacrifice, see Joshua 
22: 26, 27, 34—" Lel us naw prepare to Build as an altar, nof. for burnt 
ollerin4, nur for sacrifice: but that il may be a witness belween. us and yuu, 
und our tenurations affer us... and Ihe chilüren of Reuben and the children of 
Gaul called (he altar Ed: for it shall be a wilness between us that the Lord is 
Gad, 


The polden ahar in the tabernacle und temple wis not used for sacrifices, but 
for anuilier purpose; “And thou shalt make an alar lo burn incense upan. 
. . . Ye shall offer no slrange incense thereun, nor burnt sacrifiet, nor meal 
offering "—Exod, 30: 1-10, 


While the "allar 1o the Lord in Ibe midst of the land of Egypt " was to he 
for a Sign and Wilness, yel the prophel [Isaiah paes on in say: " And the Lord 
strat) be kunwn in dFogypt, and the Eeyptians shall know the Lard in Ihat day, 
and shall dis sacrifice and oblalion: yea, Hey shall vow a vow unte Ihe Lord, and 
perform it '""—1sa. 19: 21. 


Vitis prophesy seems lo be ti recoymilion of actual animal sacrifices thal were 
offer when the Great l'yramid, the Albar -Millar of which he speaks, was being 
erected, and when il was complebed, For Mere was a temple. allached to the 
Pyramid on the cast bise, Ihe founmdalinns af which can he traced, and in this 
was am alar for animal sacrifices. The law of Moses did not originale sacrifices 
nf animals, for it was un old palriarchal custom connecled with the worship af 
Gaal, instances of which began rigo from tae lime of Abel, This is supported 
by the historical account. of the Shepherd Rings, the master-builders of the 
Pyramid, whase chief, named Philitis, is sald lo have ' fed fiis dlocks " near the 
Pyramid while il was being erecgled. 


When the world (Egyplians} realise the impartance of the Lord's AMar-Pillar 
in the lang of (yypt, sud see how it is servings as a sio und wilness bo Bim, 
lbey are representou as offering sacrifices to the Lord. Bul ib will nat then he 
the sacrifrees af animals, bol Ihe sacrifices of praise and Iiankspiving when they 
understand ali (hol the dard has deme for them. ‘The Psolinisl declares: “O 
Lord, open thoi my lips; aud my maulh shali show forth thy praise. Por (hou 
«wsirest nel sacre; else wouhi [D give il; thet delightesl aot in burnl offering 
the sacrifices. of God are a broken spirit: à broken and a contrile heart, €) Guid, 
thoa will not despise "—Dsa, 27: 6; 51: 15-17; Phil, 4; 18; Heb, 13:

That the © Pillar" spoken of in fsa. i; PH cannol he taken lo symbolise a 
pillar in the temple is proved hy the distinebve Hebrew word from which it is 
lranslated, A reference to a Cuncordance wilh show lhe student thal this word 
means a Pillar of Witness, a Memorial Monumenl—See Gen, Z8: 138; 35: 20; 
Exod, 24: 4. Bm for the pillars in the lempe, ando blabernacle, a different 
Hebrew: word is used, as denoting pillars for supporiing the structure—See Baad. 
26: 32: T Kings 7: 6G, 


In this “Watch Tower" article it is said that God would not use “atone” 
le be it witness. (lere apaim it is wrong, for see Joshua 24: 26, 27,—Joshua 
act up a “treat stone "" as a witness, hecouse, suid he, “il hath heard all the 
words of die herd which he spake unto us: if shall therefore be a witness 
unlo you, test ye deny your Gail.” 


It was near the sancluary (tabernacle) of dhe Bord that this preat slone witness 
was "setl up," But as ihe suncinary and ils priesthood and the "Pentateuch '' 
and hook nf Joh were all in use Ihen, whal need was there for Joshua to set up 
lhis greal stone witness? and then explain to the people that he had dune so 
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“lest ye deny your Gud." ‘This demonstrates Ihe “ manifnld wisdom " of God, 
tnd the "divers manners" in which he speaks lo His people, 

Mele, loo, thal ĵoslina said that this greal stone witness had ‘heard’ ali the 
words nf ihe Lnrd, and thal therefore il was a Ki" wilness “I Well, Brother 
Russell claimed nothing less for dhe great slane wilness in Egypt, thal it loo had 
"heard "" all the words of the Lord which Ife spake pertaining lo Iis pian of 
salvation, And it has nok been so + dead"? but that it lias been able to repent

Moses was given "lwo tables of testimony, lables of stone, written with the

Jnshua was commanded by Gnd to set up twelve stones from the bed of Ihe 
Jordan, and said: " These stones shall be for à memorial unio the children of 
Israel for ever "— Joshua 4: 1-7. 

Jacob used a stone to sleep on, and afterwards set it up as a pilar of 
wilness—Gen, ZK; 10-21. 

When Jacob and Laban had set up à stone as à pillar, and also built up a 
"heap" of stones, Laban said to Jacob; Y Behold this heap, and behold this 
pillar, which 1 have cast up between me and thee; this heap be wilness, and this 
pillar he witness “—Gen, 31; 44-52, 

When the Philistines were subdued before Isracl, *‘ Samuel took a stone, and set 
it between Mizpeh and Shen, and galed the name of tl Ebenezer, saying, 
AU halh the Lord helped us" —1 Sam. 7: 12, 13. Ebenezer means "' slone 
of help," 

We see from these and ether examples that it wis the common praclice fnr 
Ihe Lord's people tn sel up stones, aml heaps of slones, lo serve as wilnesses 
om Memorials, Jt wouhi therefore he strange indeco if God, the great Creator 
and Originator of all things, should mot llimself have a slone witness m. 
memorial, And if we were nol quite certain, on the sirenglh of the Word u 
Gad, that the Great Pyramid is Ilis Witness, we would be juslified in lonkin) 
ior such a Witness nf stori, 

Also we recall how Jesus, when Ihe scribes and Pharisees complained to Hin 
haul Elis followers, aniwercd: Uf these should hohl their peace, the slang 
woul immediately cry out'"!—l.uke i: ad Evldleslly slones are nol s 
“dead” as they seem! And if John the Waplisl wis justified in saying la 
erring Israel: "Gol is able of these stones lo raise up children unto Abraham ' 
(Luke 3: 8) so Urather Kissell was much more justifie t in. saying dhal Cam 
was nob mly able do raise np do dlimself a “speaks Witness with th 
stones in Eppl, bul thal Ile dil do so in dhe Creat Piramido

Joh 38: 1-7 is quoted in the " Tower " article, bul Brother. Russell gives tl 
true. explanation in Vol. TIT, "Studies," page SIB. Mois well known thal Ll 
Lord, while primarily speaking of the earth, is also speaking of the structure of 
pyramid. The reference lo "' socket-foundations particularly identifies (he Gre 
Pyramid af Gizeh, for only in this Pyramid are there sockel -f(oundalions " ma 
(a sink ™ into the rock—verse B, muecgina) reading. “The flebrew word transial 
" foundations " or " sockets ^ ju the Gih verse is a islinelive word, used whi 
speaking nf the " sockels " of the lebernacle-——See chapters 26 io 40 af Exodi 
Ilis a different word from that translated '' futindalions " in the Alh verse. As 
students of God's Word are aware, this coupling topelher of the earth ond t 
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Creal Pyramid by the Lord, when addressing Joh, is full of significance. Tt is 
recognised that the dimensions and weight of the Pyramid agree, proportionately, 
wilh the dimensions and weight of the earili; and there are numerous other con- 
nections of a similar scientific nature. 


We see in the 20th paragraph of Ihis opposilion. “Waleh Towce' article 
thai the unique geographical silualion of lie Lord's slone Witness in Egypt is 
referred to. ‘The “ingenious method of drawing Hnes" there so contempluously 
spoken of is not the invention of man; bul dhese lines, drawn on fhe map nf 
Esvpl, are strictly according to Ihe physical fealures of the land, As* Gud is 
the Creator af heaven and garth, il ia obvious Ihab ib was Ilo who arrange the 
conftduratinn of Uae land of Egypt, Une enuntry iw whieh he inlemled to sek up 
his Sone Sign amd Witness. 


it is hecavse of the distinctive shape of the land of Egypt, bemmel in hy the 
desert, and cullivated ooly where fhe walers of the Mile can. reach, dhat il is 
possible fur the peculiar. comlilions mentioned by Isaiah (19: 79) lo he fulfilled. 
By Mese physica? facts the Great Pyramid, sanding where il does, fulfils the 
requirements of the prophel's. descriplion, by being buill al lhe very border of 
the land, while at ihe same time in the very midsk of it, 

It is at the border, because it stands right al the edie of the desert, and at 
the edge of the Fertile land,—precise!y on the border-line, which is a physical 
horder-line defined hy physical geagvaphy, and nol an imaginative political 
horder-lne arranged by man. Thus we see Lhe wisdon of the lard, for Ihis 
border is perpetual, and cannal be overlooked or ignored; whereas the harder 
hebween Egyp and the Sudan is merely a convenient arrangement of governments, 
aud may be abolished at will, 


Also, the Lori's stone Witness is in the ''midsb" of the land of Egypt, 
because il stands right at the natural junclian between lower and upper Egypt, 
And neither is this an arrangement of man, bul of Him whe created the earth. 
For this point af junelure is clearly defined and cannot he mistaken, Fenm 
here, where Ihe Pyramid stands, lower Egypl spreads out norlhwant in a deila, 
like a fan, watered hy the varios branches of Hic Nile; whereas upper Egypt is 
a narrow sirip of cullivaled land following the course of the Nile sauthward, 


The Great Pyramid, standing thus in the midst of Egypt, can be scen clearly

fram many miles around, and none passing from lower to upper Egypt, pr f 
epper lo lower Egypl, can fail lo see il, 

‘The physical features of the land of Egypl, also, demonstrate that the s' 
Witness stands in ihe genmetrtcul midst, the exact centre recognised hy li 
surveyors, It was, indecd, a surveyor (Mitehe of the Uniled Slates of Ams 
Coust Survey Department) whe discovered this remarkable geometrical centre 
lower Egypt. Noticing that lhe sea coast-line of Egypt is a quarter ei 
anene sought for the centre of this circle and found it marked by the G 
Pyramid. 


These physica) features of the fand of Egyp, on which Ihe drawn lines 
hased, are hoyond the power of man to gainsay. And no child of the Lord 
whom He has granted ihe spirit of pnwer, and pf love, and of a sound m 
could desire to deny this beautiful fulfilment of the words of Goi, spoken 
ihe mouth of his prophet Isaiah-Isa. 19; 19, 20. 


Then there is the other line, which connects the Lord's stone Witness ' 
Ihe cily of Bethlehem, the foretohl place of our Lord's birth. This also 
convincing, mul appealed to Brother Russell when he was informed ubi 
In his acknowledgement he replied: ‘ Your application of the angle of 
passages in the Greal Pyramid is a new thought, and as it poinis out su txa 
the cily of Bethlehem, we regard il wilh favour, and are inclined to accepl i 
a proper applicalion and further verification of the testimony of the Pyrami:

For this line " descen 
veagraphicatly, fram Belblehem south-westward to the Pyramid, al the same a 
exactly as thy Entrance Passage in the Pyramid descends into Use rack, The 
niĥcance nf this amar connection is seen when it is remembered that 
Lendl, when a chill, was carried “aown “ into Egypt from Bethlehem; and

with Ihe furlher period of 1915 years between the birth of Jesus who was bori

Vnless the Gord Himself hal connected these things, all in perfect agreem

rejoicing lo the saints“; “The testimony of lhis peculiar and remarkable wiiness 
will give 1o mankind fresh ground for faith and love ail zeal." ‘These, and 
mher expressions like them, appear in Vol. Hl. of '' Studies in ihe Seriplures,'' 
specially recommended la seckers afler lruth on page 251 of Ihe sume issue of 
the “ Walch Tower " in which paragraph 14 occurs! [t aise conveniently ignores 
the comments in Me lites! (1928) edition of " The Harp of God," page 192, pur. 
3 EZ, where, afler quoting 1 Pet, 2: 5-7, il says:—" The other members of the 
nly, then, must he wilt up into Christ to conform to that chiel cormerstone, which 
is illustraled by the Greal Pyramid in Egypt.

‘The "* Well-Shafl in 
the Pyramid symbolises the dealb amd resurevelim of aur Lurd, dhe only avenue 
fo hfe on any planc for the Fallen rive. For the Pirst Ascending Passage (the

The recenils « 
history declare that the invading © Shepherd Rings, The master-buihlers of a) 
Pyramid, who casily subdued the Egyptians hy their power “without a batle,

immediately closed the idelatrous temples of the PFamd and stopped idofalrous 
worship. The common people therefore were liberated fran the bondage of their 
idols and pricsthamls and this “ refurmalion must have proved a real blessing. 
The depose priesthecal, of course, dil oat welcome this interference with their 
liberties, and thal is why lhe priesthood of subsequent dynasties, according lo the 
account of [lerodoluis, calumniated the memory of ihe powerful but peaceful 
Shepherd Kings, just as Ihis “Winch Tower" article does, 


By enlisting the people to erect the Great Pyramkt the Shepherd Kings en- 
riched the land, even as the erecting of the Temple in Jerusalem. enriched 
Palestine. And the people were nol cruelly driven tn the task, hut, on the con- 
irary, they were relieved every Lhree months acenrding to the historical records. 
This ee method adopted hy Solomon in the building of ihe Temple—I Kings 
5: 13-18. 

The nalion af Isracl was developed in sfavery in that very [and wherein God's 
stne Witness slimmls—FExod. l: 11-14, This oppression of Israe! hy the 
Egyptians occurred ahl five centuries. after the huikling of the Pyramid. Mnses 
could not understand why the Lord had brought his people under Aondage to 
cruel taskmaslers; and he cried: “Lord, wheretnre hast thinu so evil entreated 
this people? "—Exod, 5: 22, 23. Tub God had foretold this aficion when 
making his promise to Ahraham, and haj arranged for it = part of his plan to 
develop his chosen. nation aml weld it lopetlier—Gen. 15: 13, 14. 


Thus we sec thal our heavenly Falher, our God of love, m justice, and 
pawer, does many strange acis lo bring honour tn. His Name—l»xod. 9: 35; 
Heb, 9: 17. His instructed children can see hy faith ihe entire plan of salvation 
complete. Bul the werldly mind cannot understand, and are apt to judge the 
Almiehiy from ieir narrow viewpnini—Isa, 55: H, 0. The time is coming, how- 
ever, when the eyes of the people will be opened, when all evil systems. and 
organisations (hal have stood belween them and the truth are swept away. 


It is not necessary lo suppose that the actual builders of the Pyramid knew 
the trac purpose of it: for neither dal Moses nor Davit know of the inner 
meaning nf dbeir strielires. [EL was not until the advent of Jesus Christ thal Goi 
vranled Us insight. Therefore Ue did not speak io Moses aboul the purpose of 
the Great Pyramid, for Uis knowledge was nol then necessary or due. 


The same applies lo Jesus and the apostles: il was not necessary for them to 
kunve about dhe delailed measurements and symbolisms of the Pyramid, allhongh 
they understoml ihe Importance of Whe headstone, from which they drew valuable 
lessons—Malt, 21; 42 Aĥ; Aela 4: 10-12, 

While the detailed teaching af the Pyramid coukt not be uaderstaod jn times 
pasi, neveriheless il was revealed lo David, aed ter to Isaiah, dhai Uhis hullding 
held a message. For dhe account of the canslrachinn of this, the chief nf the 
ancient "Seven Wonders," was handed down through the cenluries, We have 
sven dhal David spoke of a head corner stone, which at irsi was rejected hy the 
hutiders, ‘Then he adds: ‘This is the day which the Lord hath made; we will 
rejoice and be glad in il. Save now, f besvech thee, O Lord: O Lord, E heseeeh 
thee, send naw prosperity. Blessed be lie that cometh in the name of the Lard"

(he highest’ They thought the Lord now would send the long promised 
prosperity. 

Bul Jesus knew Ile must first br rejecied hy the rulers, before he could be 
exalted aml send prosperily—Loke 24: 16-27, AA-AB. Therefore, when con- 
fronting Ehe rulers a lile fater, he addressed Br them these her words of the 
Psalmist: '" The slone which dhe builders rejected, the same is become the head of 
the curner "-— Mall, 21: 42-44. And then. knowing Ial he was about to be 
rejvclel and stain, he wept over Jerusalem, saying: " Behold, your house is left 
ulo you desolate. For l say unto vou, Ye shall not sec me henceforth, till ye 
shall say, Blessed is he Ihaj comelh in ihe name of the Lord "—mMatt, 23: 
37-35, This time, please God, is now al the door, when they will recognise 
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Him whom they rejecled, and realise that He is the greater Son of David, whi 
GUT iir the name of Jehovah with restitulion, blessings, and prosperity—Acts 3 
un, 21. 

The apaslle Peter tells us that the spirit of prophesy in ihe holy men nf ol 
"testied heforchand the sufferings ol Christ, and the glory that should fallow " 
—I Pet. 1: 11. For ihis reason, therefore, Isaiah was enuhled (n discern. bov 
the Altar-Dillar in Egypl woul serve as a Sign and Witness to the Lord nf hosts 
in line with lhe Psalmisi's words regarding the rejected, then exalted, hezdslom 
—]sa. 9; 6, 7;,10: 19, 20; 53: 3; Luke 1: 30-33; 2: 35-34. 


lt is objected that the prophet Isaiah cannot refer tn a Sign and Witness n 
stone in the literal tand of Egypt, because, just previous to Iia reference to Ihi 
alar and pillar, he says, "ln thal day shall five cities in the land of Egypt speal 
the language of Canaan, and swear to the Tord of hosts: one stall be calles 
the cily of destruction "—The city nf ihe sun—Isa. 19° 16. It is contented tha 
there are no such cities in Egypt to-day., 


We note, however, that in the same chapler the prophet says: “En that da: 
shail there be a highway out of Egypt to Assyria, and the Assyrian shali come 
inio Egypt, and the Egyptian into Assyria, and the Epyptians shall serve will 
the Assyrians, In that day shall Israel he a third with Egypt and with Assyria 
even 2 hlessing in the midst of the land : whom the Lord of hosts shall bless 
saying, Blessed be Egypt my peopie, and Assyria the work of my hands, mu 
israel mine inheritance "lsa, 19: 23-25, 

When the Lord regathers his people Israel from the fonds of their caplivity 
including the prave, Israel will he his inheritance. So also will Egypt he calles 
his people, and Assyria the work of his hamds—Scee alan Ezek. 16: 59-03. Whe 
Psalmist declares: " Among the gnds there is none like anta thee, Ò Lord 
neilher are there any works like unte thy works, MI nations whom thon liis 
made shall come and worship before thee, O Lord: and shall glorify thy name 
For thou art great, and doest wondrous things: thou art God alone "—l*sa 
86: 8-10. The Lord alsn speaks of the time when Ile will ‘bring again liu 
captivity" of the natinns of Moah, Amon, Blam, Sedam, and Samarin—Amus 60 
14, 15; Ier. AR: A7; 49: 6, 39, 

These, and many other Serlptures, show that God. is the God of all natinns 
and that all owe their existence to Mim alone—Acts 17: 24-26. And, howeve! 
Gud may have used the various nations in au illustrative or avinbofical way, ir 
connection with ihe forthtelling of details nf his plan of the ases, and fnr tha 
inslruction of his special chosen people, both fleshly and spiritual, These milion: 
slill have their identity, and will he restored tn [heir former estates when (lets! 
reigns over all the earth as King, as Jehovah declared, © Ask of me, and | shat 
give thee the heathen for thine Inherilance, and Ihe uttermost parts of Ihe carth 
for thy pnssessinn "—Psa, 2: R 


When the Lord, then, is King over all the earth, and Israel is the third with 
Egypt and Assyria aml a hlessing in Ihe midst of the land. the prophecy of the 
five cities will he fulfilled, ty ihe meantime Ihe prophecy of the " highway" is 
fulfilled in the railway; and this is a remarkable fulfilment of an age-long pro- 
phecy that always seemed impossible. lut the great World War that broke (8 
suddenly in 1914 fone of the prominent dates indicated by the Lord's stone Wit- 
ness, and deciphered there many years previously hy careful sludents of thi 
Word), made ihis seemingly impossible fulfiimen! come lo pass. 


Then we have the Greal Pyramid in the land of Egypt, which fulfils most 
convincingly the prophecy of the altar and pillar, and which, as Ue Lord intended 
it should, is wilnessing lo the Lord’s people and the world. "Por what if seme 
did nof believe? shall their unbelief make the faith of God withnut effect ? "— 
Rem. 3: 3. We are glad je know dhat nolhing en stop this witnessing, for il 
is the Lord's doing and not man's, As Brother Rossell exclaims, will conviclior 
ant joy in which we share, "Lo, the very slones of this Greal Pyramid of ‘Testi. 
mony are crying owl in na uncertain lamos, Every inch of Ihis massive stenclur 
is eloquently proclaiming the wisdom and power and grace of nur Gad." 


“Such testimony would be peculiar and slrikine indeed, even if there were 
no Scriplures found tn hear nn the subjeels examincel; bil when the Scripture: 
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had already clearly and positively declared to us these same circumstances and 
dates, before the Pyrumid’s testimony was heard, Ws wonderful agreement with 
amd corrohoration of the same become doubly significant and striking. Now, 
when ihe worklly-wise are repudiallag mls Word as 'ohsolcie' and 'un- 
scientifc, to have this stone ' Wilness " speak, and corrnborate the testimony of 
fhe Bible, la truly astounding. 


“To hear its testimony as to man's fall at the very time that the worldly- 
wise are claiming that man never was perfect, never was in God's image, and 
consequently never fell fenm it, is remarkable. To hear its testimany that none 
could enter ihe Gospel high-calling do ithe divine nature, ne the state of human 
jusliĥcatinn and life through the Law Covenant passage-way [the First Ascending 
Passage, which symbolises Ihe Law Age], at a lime when so many are preaching 
thal the Law of Moses [man's own efforts] is ihe only way to life, is certainiy 
praliving. Surely In the Great Pyramid ‘the invisible things [plans] of God 
from the creation of the work! are clearly seen; heing understood hy ihe things 
that are made '—Rnm. 1; 20, 


* Some may scoff at the testimony of (his stone ' Witness,''’ continues Brother 


Russell, "as they also scoff at God's wrihen Word; but to their scoffs we 
answer: Account for this peculiar filness of things, or else venture to prophesy 
nf the fulore, and see how your prophesies wit] result. Prove to us that it 
requires no inspiration lo foretell fninre eventa. Show us a sample of wnrldhy 
wisdom. ‘Produce your cause, saith the Lard; bring forth your strong reasnns, 
sailh the King of Jacob, Let them bring them forth aml show us what will 
happen: let them show the former Jhints, what they be, that we may consider 
them and knew the latter end of them; er declare to us things to come. Show 
the things that are to come hereafler, thal we may know that ye are pode ' 
(mighty ones)—lsa. Al: 21-23." 


While the Lord, the Creator nf heaven and earth, thus challenges the worblly- 
wise lo prove that they are able to foretell future history, shall we neverlheless 
contend that Satan, the father of Iles, could do so? This is what the ‘ Walch 
Tower arlicle contends for, claiming that Satan foreknew every prominent event 
and date in mankind's history pertaining lo the sulworking of God's plan of ihe 
ages, Including those nf the advenis af nur Lord and (he mystery of Christ. The 
children of God are even challenged In prove iheir Scriptural claim ihat their 
heavenly Father is the only one who could have fore-arranged these things which 
lle hid from ages and generations, and therefore the only one who could have 
foreshown Ihem in the Great Pyramid, where they are now clearly to he read, 


Paragraph 39 of the “ Tower " article says: “It has always heen Satan's pur- 
pase to exalt himself and to push Jehovah out of sight.” The ohvinus reply tn 
this somewhat crude expression is Ihat, no matter how much Satan may have 
““ purposed'' tn exalt himself, he never did and never can ” push Jehovah oul of 
sight,” neither in a literal nor in a spiritual sense, On the contrary, Ihe Scrip- 
tures declare nf Jehovah, “Verily thou art a God that hlilest thyself, O God of 
Israel, Ihe Saviour "—Tsa, 45: 15. Satan has no volition In the malter, neither 
belnu able 1n “push” God out of the sight of those wha have the secing faith 
nor fn reveal God to the unhelieving—Luke 10; 21, 22, Of Moses we read 
Mat, “hy faith he forsook Egypt, ant fearing the wrath of the king: for he 
endured, as seeing? him who is invisible "—Heb. 11: 27, Faith caa see right 
Uhrough “dead stone! But Satan, the god of this world, is permitted to 
“binl the minds" of them which believe nnt, “Jest ihe light of the glnrines 
gospel of Christ, who is the image of God, should shine unio them’’—2 Car. 
4: 1-6, This fs not Salan's arrangement, bat Grul's purpose, as explained hy 
Jesus Christ—Mark 4: 10-12; Rom. Tl: 8-10. 


We are nnt to make the mistake of supposing that the Pleiades were in linc 
with the Ascending Passages at Ihe lime when ihe Pyramid was built, In quotins 
from the well-known work of the Rev, Joseph Selss, Rrother Russell presents ihe 
correct uncerstanding—See page 327 of Vol. ME "Shnlics." On later con- 
sideralion Professor C, Piazzi Smyth agreed that, ont 2170 n.c., het 2140 
R.C. was the dale of the erection of the Pyramid. On the Autumnal Equinox 
of the year 2140 n.c. Alpha Draconis, the “‘ North Siar’ of that epoch, shine 
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directly down the Descending Passage, while the Pleiades were exactly on l! 
meridian of the Pyramid. The Ascending Passages pointed la this meridian 
hul aot to the Pleiades. Inslead. the " scored fines’ drawn on the walls of ll 
Descending Passage, which hy an exact time-measurement mark the dale 21 
B.C, pointed directly upward) to Ahe Pleiades at this particular dale, 2140 p. 
—See Vol, Dl, “ Great Pyramid Passages," Section 3T. 


The words of Isaiah, "Woe to them that go down En Egypt for help" (Js 
31: 1), are in this " Watch ‘Tower article applied literally, as apparently 
warning to any who think of going to the Lord's stone Wilness in Egypt (ar l 
purpose of finding in «hal way this Aliar-Dillar testifies lo lhe Lord nf hnsis, lŝ 
the prophet goes nn to say: '' And stay on horses, and trust in chariots, becin 
they are many; and in horsemen, because they are very strong; bul they lm 
not unto the Holy One of Isracl, neither seek the Lord." 


Brother Russel! explains the whole passage in his Pyramid chapicr, page 31 
The "harses "" ant “horsemen are wrong doctrines and false tenders, and t 
" chariots " are worldly organisations, These all claim ta be doctrines and lead 
and organisations of the Lord, but Gol warns us against putting our trust 
them, hecanse they are of " Egypt,” the world. 

ln his volumes of “Studies in the Scriplures” Breather Russell teaches ve 
clearly how to clistingwish belween the HRinsdom of Gel ami the "power 
darkness." Ue shows how the many evi! systems of (his © present evil werkt" . 
combine to make up the kingdom af the “prince af darkness," deceiving ma 
into thinking that their particular '* system "" or “ organisulion " ls free from h 
Satan's, influence. There ix only the one safe course. fnr the children of Ga 
namely, to he clear of all systems or secis or organisations whalsnever, and 
joined, individually ta Chrisl as memhers in particular of Wis bady—1 Cor. 1: 
12-27. 

“We hope and fabour," said Brother Russell, " that the good work of refari 
ing and prolesting against error may do on and on until cach individual Christi 
wil rest his failh (nol in a denomination, large or small) but personally a 
individually in the Redeemer, and he uniled lo Christ Jesus, the Heal, as 
member af his bndy—ihe only true Church, . . . Such a splilling ep of cree 
and systems has heen necessary to set free the Lord's ‘sheep,’ ta prepare 
cleansed sanctuary class truly united to Christ," 

“Standing thus free, ontrammeled by human creeds and hondanes, hut pe 
sonally united to Christ cach will find in the nlhers “members of the hady 
Christ,’ and affinily, fellowship, and love will unite them in the only ‘unin 
that is not injurious—uniaa in Christ, lo whom, as living ' branches” in the Viv 
cach Js personally mmilted,'” Fach one nf these followers of Jesus Christ can chi 
God as his Falher: and it is Ile, and not any " organisation," who “ hath deliver 
us from the power of darkness, and hath traostaled us into Ihe kingdom uf l 
dear Son "—Rom. 8: 14-17; Cot, 1: 12-14, 


Brother Russell impressed upon us fram the Word of God, and desired us 
comprehend cleariv, that the Kingdom nf God's «lear Son is an invisible Kin 
dom, not scen of men, We are "citizens" of this heavenly Kingdom ir 
“ambassadors for Christ," and to us this is real: but to others if is not sa, as 1 
apostle John declares: " The world knawelh us not. because il knew him not" 
1] John 3: 1. Gur Lord's reply to the woman of Samaria proves conclusive 
(hat there is now nn pisihle place where His followers can render acceplahble se 
vice ant worship to their heavenly Father—John A: 79-24, 

The woman said: “Ouar fathers worshipped io this mountain [Gerizim]: m 
ye say, thal in Jerusalem is the place where men ought ln worship," Jes 
answered ; '" Wnman, helieve me, the hour cometh, when ye shalt neither in H 
mountain, nor vet in Jerusalem, worship the Falher . . . the true wnrshippe 
shall worship the Father in spirit and in trulh: fnr the Father secketh such 
worship him, God is a Spirit: and they that worship lim must worship him 
spirit and in truth.” We who are begotten of the Spiril ace chiflren mf l 
heavenly Falher, We are nol the "children " of any visible orranisation, 

The word “organisation does unl occur in the Bible, and its "sc is apl 
misicad, The Scriptural word is "kingdom"; mul our Lord dislinclle sais Ih 
“the kingdom of Cod cometh nol with observatinn "—wilh ouhvardo stow 
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Luke 17: 20, Therefore there is no “ visihte organisation of God on earth," as 
is claimed by some to their undoing. 

How often Brother Russell warned us against ihis very thing, and how foolish 
we shall he if we do nnt heed his warning. We shall indeed he foolish if we 
claim thet '" only through our system or organisation will the heavenly Father 
accept praise and service"; for this would make it appear necessary fnr every 
spirit-hegolien child of God to " bow the knee" to the few who lave constituted 
themselves heads of the urpanisalion. The apostle shows that it is only the carnal, 
fleshly mind that is deceived hy such unscriptural claims—1 Cor, 3; 1-6, 18-23. 


We must never forget the example of ihe apostate church, the "* mystery of 
iniquity " of which Satan Js the instigator (2 Thess, 2: 7-9), and which deceived 
the whole world] to such an extent (hat at last the most arrogant of all the popes, 
Boniface YHE, fell called upon to issue his famous (or infamous !) '' hull," Unum 
Sanctum, which contained the prepostermis claim: "We declare, determine, and 
decree, thal it is absolutely necessary lo salvation, that every human heing should 
be subject to the Roman pontiff ™ l 

History shows that this marked the first heginnings of the downfall of the 
“Holy Roman Empire." When the peak of arrogance is reached, then hepins the 
decline, which ends in utler destruction. ‘This is the law of the Lord, “for who- 
soever exulteth himself shall he abased; and he that bumbleth bimself shall be 
exalled "—Fuke 14: 11. And while we real in the world's news thal "The 
[ope has again heceme a temporal sovereign ` (ihe “selena treaty" between fhe 
Vatican and the ftalign government, which makes the Pope once more a king in 
his own right, was signed on 11th February, 1929), we know that this is only 
preparatory to the final destruclion—Rev. 17: 11-18; 18: 21. 


To apply Isaiah's words (la. 31: T) in a literal way is evidently nnt Scrip- 
lural, for then God would not have sent [lis angel to appear to foseph in a dream, 
to warn him abuut Herod's intenlions—MaH. 2: 13-15. When Joseph tock the 
child Jesus and his mother by wight and deparied into Egypt, according to God's 
instructions, he went there for help, to escape the woe that Herod brought upon 
Bethlehem-—MaH. 2; 16. 

Therefore when the prophet Esaiah, in another of hls prophecies, directs the 
attention of the Lord's children to an Alar and a Pillar in the land of Egypl, 
and tells us, hy the spirit of inspiration, Ibat this Altar-PHlar is to be for a Sign 
and for a Wilness lo the Lord of hosts, we do well, if we are wise, to pay hec 
lo His words. As is to he expected, Satan and his deluded followers will do all 
in their power ta divert alention from this Sign aml Witness, as Brother Russell 
forewarned us. The Lord's people are nol interested in Ihe sphinx, fnr they 
know ib is hut a “dumb idot’—Rom, 8: 0, Bel as for the Great Pyramid it 
is different, for they have heard" its stones "crying out ln no uncertain 
tones.” 

“Firmly incased in this solid rocky structure," concludes [Brother Russell, 
" heyond the power of nature's storms or of the ruthless hand of the destroyer, 
ihe outline drawings of God's great plan have stood for four thousand years, pre- 
pared lo give their testimony at the lime appoioted, in corroboration of the simi- 
larly revealed, hut for ages hidden, testimnoy of the sure Word of Prophecy.” 
" Men may sneer, hut they cannot laugh down this miphty structure, nor scoff nut 
nf it the angles, proportions, measures, nature references and sacred correspon- 
dences which its Maker gave it. Were they are in all thelr speaking signiftcance, 
stubborn and invinciĥle beyond all power lo suppress them.” 

We recommend a careful study of the chapter on the Pyramid by Brother 
Russell, comparing the explanation given there with the Scriptures cited. Such 
study as this is time well spent, for it gives all who desire (ruth a clear grasp of 
the Scriptura! plan of salvation as H is in Christ fesus, We musi draw altenlion lo 
the fact, however, that the measurements of the passaye- ways require now lo be 
amended, for when Brother Russell wrote his chapter on the Pyramid al the end 
of Vol. ME, “ Stilles in (he Scriptures’ newly forty years ago, ihe frue men- 
sures nf some parts, especially of (he Descending Passage aml " Pit," were not 
koown, Professor C. Piazzi Smyth never went down the lower reach of the 
Descending Passage, and Professor Petrie dhl not measure dt carefully, as he 
himself confesses. 

After we visited the Pyramid in 1909 and 1912, when we measured every part 
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carefully, we published the correct measurements in Vol. II. of “' Great Pyramid 
Passages" in 1913; and Brother Russell acknowledged the necessary amendments 
to his figures by specially recommending this volume to all '" Watch Tower" 
readers, just as he had previously, in 1910, recommended Vol, l. of “Great 
Pyramid Passages" in the '' Watch Tower." Also in the Watch Tower Society's 
other periodical, ''The Golden Age,” these two volumes of “Great Pyramid 
Passages'' are specially recommended to all careful students of God's Word; and 
the article on the Pyramid in the 21st May, 1924, issue makes use of our cor- 
rected measurements, and lime-measurements, and many of the diagrams (this 
article on the Pyramid was so much appreciated that il had to be reprinted, in 
the 21st December, 1924, issue of © The Golden Age"). 

AN such works on the testimony of the Lord's stone Witness, corroborative 
of the Scriptural plan of salvation, are most helpful ta the Lord's pran For 
we know that at this time, as never before, people ore on the one hand turning 
to Spiritism, and on the other hand to Evolution, and both of Uhese snares of 
the adversary are utterly refuted in the teaching of the Lord's stone Witness. 
Neither should we allow ourselves to be turned aside from this grand truth that 
we have received, even though it is inevitable that we shal] be misunderstood, and 
have to suffer; for let us remember the words of Isa, 57: 2, and Rom. 10: 15. 

Our Lord gave us comfort when he said: *‘ Blessed are ye, when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall separate you from their company, and shall 
reproach you, and cast out your name as evil, for the Son of man's sake, Rejoice 
ye in that day, and leap for jny: for, behold, your reward is great in heaven: for 
in like manner did their fathers to the prophets '—Luke 6: 27-38. “ Remember 
the word that ] said unto you, The servant is nut greater than his lord. If they 
have persecuted me, they will persecute you: if they have kept my saying, they 
will keep ynurs also. . . . But this cometh to pass, that the word might he 
fulfilled that is written in their law, They hated me without a cause ''—John 
15: 17-37; Matt. 10: 24, 25. “Hear the word of the Lord, ye that tremble 
at his word; your brethren that hnied you, that cast you aut for my name’s 
sake, said, Let the Lord he glorified: but he shall appear to your joy, and they 
shall be ashamed "—1sa. 66: 5.

Being a defense of Brother Russell's interpretation of Isa 19:19, 20, and a Reply to the 


charges made against the inspired testimony ofthe Lord's Stone Witness, the Great 
Pyramid, in the 15th November 1928 issue of the "Watch Tower. 


BROTHER RUSSELL first drew the attention of nearly all of us to the message of the 
Great Pyramid, as he firmly believed that this building is the "Altar " and "Pillar " spoken 
of by the prophet Isaiah, and which, according to the prophet, was destined to be for a 
"Sign" and for a "Witness" to the Lord of hosts in "that day"-Isa 19:19, 20; Ac 7:31. 


This belief of Brother Russell is presented in the third volume of "Studies in the 
Scriptures," first issued in 1891, and still published by the Society which he founded. 
Brother Russell died on 31st October, 1916; and only one month before he died he wrote 
a new preface to his third volume, in which he reiterated his implicit faith in the 
Pyramid’s Divine origin and inspired message to mankind. But, strange though it is, 
entirely contrary views are now being presented by the "Society." Every proof advanced 
by the writer of Vol. IIL "Studies" in support of his claim is denied in the most absolute 
way, without the least attempt to temper the denial, especially in an article in the 
Society’s periodical "The Watch Tower," issued 15th November, 1928. In consequence 
many readers of Brother Russell’s writings are disturbed, and queries are constantly 
being addressed to us, and we are asked to express our opinion. 


To remind ourselves what Brother Russell thought of the Great Pyramid and its testimony 
we shall quote a few sentences from his third volume:— 


"It should be remembered that, aside from the Great Pyramid here referred to, there are 
others, some of stone and some of brick; but all of them are mere attempts to copy it, and 
are in every way inferior, in size, accuracy, and internal arrangement. And it has also 
been demonstrated that, unlike the Great Pyramid, they contain no symbolic features, but 
were evidently designed and used as sepulchres for the royal families of Egypt. 


"The Great Pyramid, however, proves to be a storehouse of important truth, scientific, 
historic, and prophetic, and its testimony is found to be in perfect accord with the Bible, 
expressing the prominent features of its truths in beautiful and fitting symbols. It is by no 
means an addition to the written revelation: that revelation is complete and perfect, and 
needs no addition. 


"But it is a strong corroborative witness to God’s plan and few students can carefully 
examine it, marking the harmony of its testimony with that of the written Word, without 
feeling impressed that its construction was planned and directed by the same divine 
wisdom, and that it is the pillar of witness referred to by the prophet in the above 
quotation"-Isa 19:19, 20. 


"This ancient structure being repeatedly referred to in the Scriptures, we cannot doubt 
that, if questioned, this “Witness” of the Lord in the land of Egypt will bear such 
testimony as will honor Jehovah, and fully correspond with His written Word. We thus 
introduce this ‘Witness’ because the inspiration of its testimony will doubtless be as 
much disputed as that of the Scriptures, by the prince of darkness, the god of this world, 
and those whom he blinds to the truth." 


Answers to Opposition 


In the 10th paragraph of the opposing "Watch Tower" article, special emphasis is laid on 
the Lord’s command to the nation of Israel, who were bound under the law, not to make 
likenesses of anything in heaven-Ex 20:4. 


As the "plan of salvation" is a heavenly plan, so, this article informs us, God would not 
have "contradicted" his own law by making a "likeness" of this plan in stone-that is, in 
the Great Pyramid. Hence, the Lord could not have designed the Great Pyramid. This 
reasoning is regarded as tending greatly to support the main theme of the article, namely, 
that the Pyramid was designed by the devil. 


To refute this unscriptural claim we need only to direct attention to the construction of 
the Tabernacle and the Temple, both made in the likenesses of "patterns" designed by 
God, and both depicting features of the Lord’s plan of salvation-Ex 25:9; Heb 8:5; 9:23, 
24; ICh 28:11-19. 


The sole reason why God forbade his people to make "likenesses" is stated in Ex 20:5, 
namely, "Thou shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve them." And this applied not 
only to things in heaven, but also to likenesses of anything on earth or in the sea. 


Now, when God commanded Moses, and afterwards David, in their construction of the 
Tabernacle and Temple to make cherubims, flowers, pomegranates, oxen, all likenesses 
of things in heaven and earth, was he deliberately contradicting his own law"-See Ex 
25:18-40; 26:1; 28:33; 2Ch 3:3-17; 4:1-15. If we made the mistake of supposing so it 
would be because we neglected to divide aright the Word of truth-2Ti 2:15-19. 


We have direct Scriptural authority for depicting things pertaining to the Lord’s plan of 
salvation on charts and on diagrams. This authority is given us in Hab 2:1,2. On the 
strength of this Scripture, Brother Russell drew his chart of the ages, given in Vol. 1, 
"Studies," which has been a great blessing to very many of the Lord”s people in enabling 
them to grasp the teaching of the Bible. 


The passage and chamber system of the Lord’s stone Witness in Egypt, however, is a 
more convincing way of depicting these things, for it shows the plan of God in action-the 
Descending Passage represents the downward course of mankind to death, the Ascending 
Passages the upward ways to life, and the open "Well-Shaft" (by which alone access can 
be gained to the upper passages from the Descending Passage) symbolizes the ransom- 
sacrifice of Jesus Christ, faith in which alone can enable us to escape death and attain to 
life. 


The Pyramid and the Plan of the Ages 


The Pyramid’s method of portraying the plan of the ages is also chronological, for the 
measurements of the passage-ways show the durations of the various Ages, and the many 
times or seasons into which the Lord’s plan is divided. The Great Pyramid is the method 
that the Lord Himself adopted to make His grand plan of the ages "plain upon tables" of 
stone, that we who read it may run for the prize of the high calling in Christ Jesus. It is 
very evident that no one need apologize for teaching that the Lord’s "glad tiding of great 
joy, which shall be to all people," was outlined by Him in symbols and measures of the 
Great Pyramid, centuries before He sent His angel to the shepherds in the field of 
Bethlehem-Lu 2:8-14. 


At the beginning of the 12th paragraph in the "Watch Tower" article is the following 
quotation:—"The Great Pyramid of Gizeh is strong corroborative proof of God’s plan as 
set forth in His Word." These words are the expression of Brother Russell’s conviction; 
but the article goes on to deny this expression of faith, stating that God’s Word needs no 
corroborative proof. The fact still remains, however, that God has had, and continues to 
have His witnesses; and all of them, be they animate or inanimate, must of necessity 
corroborate some part at least of His Word. 


Many things were written in the law of Moses, in the prophets, and in the psalms 
concerning Jesus Christ, and when in due time He, the "faithful witness," came and 
fulfilled the things spoken, He was Himself a "corroborative witness" to the truth of 
Jehovah’s Word-Lu 24:25-27, 44-48. 


Ever since John Taylor, whose work is cited by Brother Russell, first drew attention to 
the sacred nature of the Great Pyramid, the presentation of the monument’s testimony has 
been resolutely opposed. Probably this is to be expected, although it is worthy of note 
that the opposers are often singular for their spirit of bitterness, and even animosity. The 
attacks against the inspiration of the testimony of the Lord”s stone Witness and those who 
believe in this testimony is much on a par with those that have been waged against the 
Lord”s written Word and all who have faith in it. 


Nevertheless, it is true that the Great Pyramid has already proved to be a Sign and 
Witness, testifying to the truth of the Biblical plan of salvation; and none of the specious 
arguments directed against this fact can move those who, like Brother Russell, understand 
it-See what Brother Russell says in the last four lines of Vol. II, "Studies." We realize 
that our heavenly Father does nothing unnecessarily, and He must therefore have had 
good reason in thus providing the added testimony of the Altar and Pillar in Egypt. 


If we accepted the references to the Word of God in the 119th Psalm (Ps 119) in a literal 
way, it would seem that the five books of Moses, known as the "Pentateuch," with the 
addition of the book of Job, were alone sufficient for the child of God, even though other 
writings of the Scriptures were added subsequently. We are aware that the Psalmist’s 
words were, in the fuller sense, prophetic, and intended by God to include all later 
inspired utterances. Just so, and the Great Pyramid is also prophetic, as has been 
abundantly demonstrated. 


Erected twenty years before Abraham was born, and over five hundred years before the 
giving of the law through Moses, this "Miracle in Stone" foretold all the details of the 
Lord”s plan of salvation and plan of the ages. The Lord there wrote His purposes by 
means of symbols and measures, to show that all His works were known to Him from the 
beginning (Ac 15:18); and we, His children, are enabled to read these signs and symbols 
by the enlightenment of the Holy Spirit. For the language of the Spirit 1s the language of 
symbols, without which much of the Word of God cannot be comprehended-Joh 6:48-63. 


The Testimony of the Pyramid 


In a sense it is the testimony of the Pyramid that is corroborated by the Bible and the facts 
of history, for it is now seen to contain the outline of these things. Events pertaining to 
God’s plan do not "happen" by chance, but all was fore-arranged; and the testimony of 
the Pyramid is witness to this truth. Thus our faith and confidence in the Lord is 
increased. 


And it is not that God requires a corroboration of His Word, but that He foreknew we 
would; and He has therefore graciously granted it, telling us where to look for it-Isa 
19:19, 20. He foreknew that there would be many who would profess to interpret His 
Word and teach that His "plan" was thus and so. And He foreknew that Spiritism, 
Christian Science, Evolution, all of which deny the necessity for the ransom-sacrifice of 
His dear Son Jesus Christ, would increase and deceive many. 


He therefore designed and caused to be built a stone Sign and Witness to Himself, which, 
like the words of the visions of Daniel, was "sealed up" until the "time of the end." Then, 
in the time of the end when its testimony was necessary to confirm the interpretation of 
His written Word by His wise and faithful servant (whom He also foreknew and foretold- 
Mt 24:45-47), this stone "Witness" would yield its secret. That is why we are now able to 
decipher the hidden message contained in the Great Pyramid. This message proves the 
absolute necessity for the ransom-sacrifice of Jesus Christ. 


There are many systems of chronology, even many purporting to be based upon the Word 
of God. But there is only the one system that agrees with the time-measurements of the 
Pyramid, and that is the Bible one drawn to our attention by Brother Russell in his 
"Studies in the Scriptures." He was alone in his presentation of this chronology, and the 
Scriptural time-features based upon it; for all other commentators have reasoned that they 
should not accept this Bible chronology. 


But Brother Russell, perceiving that every link in this chronological chain is directly 
based upon Bible statements, judged that it must be right; and that his judgment was 
correct is proved by the accurate time-measurements in the Lord”s stone Witness. And 
these measurements in the Pyramid are in themselves proved accurate by the exact 
"scientific" features. The word scientific has been applied to those features which reveal 
that the Designer of the building knew of the precise number of days in the year, the year 
on which history is based. He also knew the exact dimensions of the earth on which 
mankind has his being, and acts out his foreknown history and appointed times-Ac 17:26. 
There is nothing hid from Him with whom we have to do. 


The proportionate features in the stone Witness prove that it is all the one grand design, 
harmonious within itself, harmonious with the earth on which it stands, harmonious with 
the history of man on earth, and harmonious with the Word of God which tells of the fall 
of man and his ultimate redemption through the Son of God. And if any can bring himself 
to imagine that all this is the product of the "father of lies," Satan, he has our compassion. 
For we also were in darkness until God in mercy heard our cry, which came from our 
heart in all sincerity, and delivered us from the power of darkness and translated us into 
the Kingdom of His dear Son. Then, our eyes of understanding being enlightened, we 

saw that it was by Him, the Son of God, that all things in heaven and earth, visible and 
invisible, were made and that by Him all things consist-Joh 1:3; Col 1:13-17. 


The heavenly Father does not abandon His children who earnestly desire to cling close to 
His Word of truth by which they were begotten, and by which, also, they are nourished 
and sanctified-Jas 1:18; 1Pe 1:22, 23; Joh 17:14-17; Eph 5:26. The added witness of the 
Pyramid’s testimony strengthens our confidence that we have indeed the correct 
interpretation of the Word. 


That God does not withhold corroborative evidence when necessary is conclusively 
proved in the Scriptures. The apostles and disciples might have known from the 
Scriptures alone that their beloved Master must have risen from the dead the third day 
after His crucifixion, but the writer of Acts declares that "He showed Himself alive after 


his passion by many infallible proofs"-Ac 1:1-3. Many infallible proofs were granted to 
them, that their faith might be unquestioning; and the same Lord now, in his 
lovingkindness, grants to us the infallible testimony of his stone Witness in addition to 
His infallible Word, that we may have full assurance of faith. 


We read that God, after He made definite promise to Abraham, "confirmed it by an oath." 
But, it might be objected, a promise from the great Jehovah is all that is necessary, and 
there was no need for Him to confirm it by an oath. But God thought otherwise; and the 
writer of Hebrews explains that it was because He was willing "more abundantly" to 
show to us, the "heirs of promise," the "immutability of His counsel" that He thus bound 
Himself to fulfil His promise-"That by two immutable things, in which it was impossible 
for God to lie, we might have strong consolation, who have fled for refuge to lay hold 
upon the hope set before us"-Heb 6:13-20. 


After the flood, God established a covenant with Noah and his sons, and with all flesh. 
To confirm the truth of this covenant He granted a "token" or sign, which we can still 
see-Ge 9:8-17. Was this token or sign necessary when He had already made His covenant 
with Noah? It is not for us to question it; for God delights to call forth the faith and love 
of all His people, and therefore grants us still further corroborative proofs of the truth of 
His word. With Him it is such a little thing; but with us it means so much. 


It is said in this opposing "Watch Tower" article that "Nowhere is it written in God’s 
Word that a structure of stone, or any other object, is to be a guide for the child of God." 


But the Word of God is replete with types and illustrations based upon every kind of 
object. The symbols and signs of the book of Revelation, and the parables of our Lord, 
served a double purpose, namely, to hide the teaching of the Word from the contentious 
and unbelieving, and to guide the meek into a full understanding of God’s plan-Mt 13:10- 
17,34-36, 51-53; Ps 25:9; Isa 61:1. The Great Pyramid is in reality a parable, not 
understood by unbelievers and mockers, but clearly read and appreciated by the Lord’s 
little ones. 


It is also implied that an altar cannot be used for a witness, but only for sacrifice. 
However, no matter how the words of the prophet Isaiah (19:19, 20) are interpreted, he 
says that this "Altar" is a "Pillar ," and that it is intended to be for a "Sign" and for a 
"Witness" to the Lord of hosts in the land of Egypt. 


It is evident that this is a peculiar kind of an altar, and not the usual kind for sacrificial 
purposes. The Great Pyramid, complete with its topstone (for it had a topstone, as had all 
the other pyramids, some of which are now in museums), represents the Christ complete, 
head and body. And as our Lord quoted Psalm 118:22, "The stone which the builders 
refused is become the head stone of the corner. This is the Lord’s doing; it is marvellous 
in our eyes," and applied it to Himself, He there showed that He understood that He must 
first be rejected by the rulers of the people (whom he addressed as "you builders"), but 
that afterwards his heavenly Father would raise Him from the dead and make Him head 
over all. He knew, in other words, that it would be after His sacrifice was accomplished 


that He would be exalted to become the "head stone of the corner"-Mt 21:42-44; Ac 4:10- 
12: 


So with the body-members of Christ, the "living-stones" built up in line with their 
heavenly head-stone, each must first be rejected and go into their sacrificial death, spoken 
of in the Scriptures as being "planted together in the likeness of His death," that they may 
share with Him in His resurrection-Ro 6:3-5. "That I may know him, and the power of his 
resurrection, and the fellowship of his sufferings, being made conformable unto his death; 
if by any means I might attain unto the resurrection of the dead"-Php 3:10-11. These 
words of the apostle Paul are echoed in the heart of every one of the followers of Christ; 
and when resurrected these "living-stones" become part of Jehovah's great Spiritual 
Pyramid, of which the stone Pyramid in Egypt is a figure. Therefore the Great Pyramid is, 
in a sense, a pre-arranged memorial-altar of the "better sacrifices" of Jesus Christ and his 
under priesthood-1Pe 2:5, 9. 


The Lord's Plan of Salvation 


As the Great Pyramid in Egypt contains the Lord's plan of salvation, so the exalted 
Spiritual Pyramid will be the ever-living embodiment of this plan. Within the Christ, 
head and body, likened to "stones" built together, all knowledge will reside that will help 
the world to escape sin and its results, and attain to life everlasting. The Christ is in the 
same way the spiritual fulfillment of the temple; but there are important illustrations in 
the Pyramid not found in the temple, as there are in the temple not found in the Pyramid. 
Both are required, and both are used by the Holy Spirit to teach the Lord's people. 


A more Scriptural figure for making plain the "vision" of the plan of God than that of the 
Pyramid cannot be found; and for this reason Brother Russell used it in his vol. I of 
"Studies." Only those blinded by the adversary can fail to see this beautiful illustration of 
the one-ness of the Christ, and of the absolute pre-eminence of our Lord as represented 
by the topstone. 


None can take the place of the risen Jesus Christ; neither can he occupy a less exalted 
place. So with the head corner stone of the Pyramid, it is obvious that none of the other 
stones can take its place, and it itself cannot be built into a lower position. And as the 
topstone points upward, so Christ Jesus ever gives the glory to God over all as the Author 
of Salvation. 


While in course of construction the topstone of the Pyramid would stand as a model of 
the completed building, but because of its unique shape its purpose would be 
misunderstood by the uninstructed, or "disobedient," workmen. By these it would be 
refused and rejected, for they would find no place for it. But to those who knew its 
ultimate purpose the headstone would indeed be precious, and their belief in it would one 
day be vindicated when it was demonstrated that this hitherto "disallowed" stone was the 
only one that could crown the whole building. 


Thus we read: "Wherefore also it is contained in the Scriptures, Behold I lay in Zion [a 
symbol of the spiritual Zion, the Christ] a chief corner stone, elect, precious: and he that 
believeth on Him shall not be confounded. Unto you therefore which believe he is 
precious: but unto them which be disobedient, the stone which the builders disallowed 
[refused, rejected], the same is made the head of the corner, and a stone of stumbling, and 
a rock of offence, even to them which stumble at the word, being disobedient: whereunto 
also they were appointed"-1Pe 2:4-8. 


The apostle, by inspiration, saw that the Old testament Scriptures which he quotes, one in 
the Psalms (Ps 118:22) and the other in Isaiah (8:14, 15; 28:16), were referring to the one 
stone, and that this stone represented Jesus Christ. To those who are obedient this stone is 
precious, and the Scripture in Isa 28:16 is applicable to them, To the disobedient, on the 
other hand, the stone is a stumbling-block and rock of offence, because they cannot 
understand its purpose; and to this disobedient class the other Scriptures apply, and were 
so applied by our Lord Himself, and by Peter-Mt 21:42-44; Ac 4:11. As is obvious, it is 
only in the headstone of the Pyramid that these texts can find fulfillment, for no single 
stone in the temple could give any apparent reasonable excuse to the "builders" to be 
offended at it, and reject it. 


Common architecture furnishes no pre-eminent corner or corner-stone, and to regard any 
one stone in such a building as the "chief" is a mere conventionalism without reality in 
fact. The Bible does not so refer to our Lord, for His pre-eminence is real. There can be 
no head corner stone without the Pyramid; that edifice alone has such a head, a corner 
stone uniquely and indisputably the chief. It is the stone that stands toward heaven for 
every other stone in the building, a heavenly "foundation" toward which all the others are 
attracted. To its dominant angles the whole monument must conform, that all the building 
may be "fitly framed together." In this highly exalted topstone the entire Pyramid has its 
bond of perfectness, its shelter, and its crown. About such imagery there should be no 
question amongst those who claim Jesus Christ as their Head and Master. In all the 
richness of the Scriptures there is not a more expressive and significant symbol of the 
Christ, head and body, than the Pyramid. This is the Lord’s doing; it is marvelous in our 
eyes! 


As for an altar being used for a "witness," and not for sacrifice, see Jos 22:26, 27, 34-"Let 
us now prepare to build us an altar, not for burnt offering, nor for sacrifice: but that it 
may be a witness between us and you, and our generations after us...and the children of 
Reuben and the children of Gad called the altar Ed: for it shall be a witness between us 
that the Lord is God." 


The golden altar in the tabernacle and temple was not used for sacrifices, but for another 
purpose: "And thou shalt make an altar to burn incense upon....Ye shall offer no strange 
incense thereon, nor burnt sacrifice, nor meat offering"-Ex 30:1-10. 


While the "altar to the Lord in the midst of the land of Egypt" was to be for a Sign and 
Witness, yet the prophet Isaiah goes on to say: "And the Lord shall be known in Egypt, 


and the Egyptians shall know the Lord in that day, and shall do sacrifice and oblation: 
yea, they shall vow a vow unto the Lord, and perform it"-Isa 19:21. 


This prophecy seems to be in recognition of actual animal sacrifices that were offered 
when the Great Pyramid, the Altar-Pillar of which he speaks, was being erected, and 
when it was completed. For there was a temple attached to the Pyramid on the east base, 
the foundations of which can be traced, and in this was an altar for animal sacrifices. The 
law of Moses did not originate sacrifices of animals for it was an old patriarchal custom 
connected with the worship of God, instances of which began right from the time of 
Abel. This is supported by the historical account of the Shepherd Kings, the master- 
builder of the Pyramid, whose chief, named Philitis, is said to have "fed his flocks" near 
the Pyramid while it was being erected. 


When the world (Egyptians) realize the importance of the Lord”s Altar-Pillar 1n the land 
of Egypt, and see how it is serving as a sign and witness to Him, they are represented as 
offering sacrifices to the Lord. But it will not then be the sacrifices of animals, but the 
sacrifices of praise and thanksgiving when they understand all that the Lord has done for 
them. The Psalmist declares: "O Lord, open thou my lips; and my mouth shall show forth 
thy praise. For thou desirest not sacrifice; else would I give it; thou delightest not in burnt 
offering. The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit: a broken and a contrite heart, O God, 
thou wilt not despise"-Ps 27:6; 51:15-17; Php 4:18; Heb 13:15, 16. 


That the "Pillar" spoken of in Isa 19:19 cannot be taken to symbolise a pillar in the 
temple is proved by the distinctive Hebrew word from which it is translated. A reference 
to a Concordance will show the student that this word means a Pillar of Witness, a 
Memorial Monument-See Ge 28:18; 35:20; Ex 24:4. But for the pillars in the temple, and 
tabernacle, a different Hebrew word is used, as denoting pillars for supporting the 
structure-See Ex 26:32; 1Ki 7:6. 


More Answers to Opposition 


In this "Watch Tower" article it is said that God would not use "stone" to be a witness. 
Here again it is wrong, for see Jos 24:26, 27, —Joshua set up a "great stone" as a witness, 
because said he, "it hath heard all the words of the Lord which he spake unto us: it shall 
therefore be a witness unto you, lest ye deny your God." 


It was near the sanctuary (tabernacle) of the Lord that this great stone witness was "set 
up." But as the sanctuary and its priesthood and the "Pentateuch" and book of Job were 
all in use then, what need was there for Joshua to set up this great stone witness? And 
then explain to the people that he had done so "lest ye deny your God." This 
demonstrates the "manifold wisdom" of God, and the "divers manners" in which he 
speaks to His people. 


Note, too, that Joshua said that this great stone witness had "heard" all the words of the 
Lord, and that therefore it was a fit "witness"! Well, Brother Russell claimed nothing less 
for the great stone witness in Egypt, that it too had "heard" all the words of the Lord 


which He spake pertaining to His plan of salvation. And it has not been so "dead" but that 
it has been able to repeat to us, now, those things that it heard, by means of its language 
of symbols and measures, lest we should deny our God. 


Moses was given "two tables of testimony, tables of stone, written with the finger of 
God"-Ex 31:18. 


Joshua was commanded by God to set up twelve stones from the bed of the Jordan, and 
said: "These stones shall be for a memorial unto the children of Israel for ever"-Jos 4:1-7. 


Jacob used a stone to sleep on, and afterwards set it up as a pillar of witness-Ge 28:10-21. 


When Jacob and Laban had set up a stone as a pillar, and also built up a "heap" of stones, 
Laban said to Jacob: "Behold this heap, and behold this pillar, which I have cast up 
between me and thee; this heap be witness, and this pillar be witness"-Ge 31:44-52. 


When the Philistines were subdued before Israel, "Samuel took a stone and set it between 
Mizpeh and Shen, and called the name of it Ebenezer, saying, Hitherto hath the Lord 
helped us"-1Sa 7:12, 13. Ebenezer means "stone of help." 


We see from these and other examples that it was the common practice for the Lord’s 
people to set up stones, and heaps of stones, to serve as witnesses and memorials. It 
would therefore be strange indeed if God, the great Creator and Originator of all things, 
should not Himself have a stone witness and memorial. And if we were not quite certain, 
on the strenth of the Word of God, that the Great Pyramid is His Witness, we would be 
justified in looking for such a Witness of stone. 


Also we recall how Jesus, when the scribes and Pharisees complained to Him about His 
followers, answered: "If these should hold their peace, the stones would immediately cry 
out"!-Lu 19:40. Evidently stones are not so "dead" as they seem! And 1f John the Baptist 
was justified in saying to erring Israel: "God is able of these stones to raise up children 
unto Abraham" (Lu 3:8), so Brother Russell was much more justified in saying that God 
was not only able to raise up to Himself a "speaking" Witness with the stone of Egypt, 
but that He did do so in the Great Pyramid. 


Regarding the need of this added Pyramid Witness, to strengthen our faith at this time, 
Brother Russell says: "We see that this store-house of knowledge [the Great Pyramid], 
like the major part of the Bible store, was kept purposely sealed until its testimony should 
be needed and appreciated. Does this imply that its great Architect knew that a time 
would come when its testimony would be necessary? In other words, that a time would 
come when God’s written Word would be lightly esteemed, and even His very existence 
questioned? When human philosophy, under the name of science, would be lauded, and 
every proposition subjected to its tests? Has God decided to prove Himself and His 
wisdom by those very tests? So it would appear. This structure will yet confound the 
wisdom of the wise as a ‘Witness’ for the Lord of hosts, ‘in that day,’ which is already 
begun." 


Job 38:1-7 is quoted in the "Tower" article, but Brother Russell gives the true explanation 
in Vol. II, "Studies," page 318. It is well known that the Lord, while primarily speaking 
of the earth, is also speaking of the structure of a pyramid. The reference to "socket- 
foundations" particularly identifies the Great Pyramid of Gizeh, for only in this Pyramid 
are there socket-foundations "made to sink" into the rock-verse 6, marginal reading. The 
Hebrew word translated "foundations" or "sockets" in the 6th verse is a distinctive word, 
used when speaking of the "sockets" of the tabernacle-See chapters 26 to 40 of Exodus. It 
is a different word from that translated "foundations" in the 4th verse. As all students of 
God’s Word are aware, this coupling together of the earth and the Great Pyramid by the 
Lord, when addressing Job, is full of significance. It is recognized that the dimensions 
and weight of the Pyramid agree, proportionately, with the dimensions and weight of the 
earth; and there are numerous other connections of a similar scientific nature. 


We see in the 20th paragraph of this opposition "Watch Tower" article that the unique 
geographical situation of the Lord’s stone Witness in Egypt is referred to. The "ingenious 
method of drawing lines" there so contemptuously spoken of is not the invention of man; 
but these lines, drawn on the map of Egypt, are strictly according to the physical features 
of the land. As God is the Creator of heaven and earth, it is obvious that it was He who 
arranged the configuration of the land of Egypt, the country in which he intended to set 
up his stone Sign and Witness. 


It is because of the distinctive shape of the land of Egypt, hemmed in by the desert, and 
cultivated only where the waters of the Nile can reach, that it is possible for the peculiar 
conditions mentioned by Isaiah (19:19) to be fulfilled. By these physical facts the Great 
Pyramid, standing where it does, fulfils the requirements of the prophet’s description, by 
being built at the very border of the land, while at the same time in the very midst of it. 


It is at the border, because it stands right at the edge of the desert, and at the edge of the 
fertile land, —precisely on the border-line, which is a physical border-line defined by 
physical geography, and not an imaginative political border-line arranged by man. Thus 
we see the wisdom of the Lord, for this border is perpetual, and cannot be overlooked or 
ignored; whereas the border between Egypt and the Sudan is merely a convenient 
arrangement of governments, and may be abolished at will. 


The Lord's Stone Witness 


Also, the Lord's stone Witness is in the "midst" of the land of Egypt, because it stands 
right at the natural junction between lower and upper Egypt. And neither is this an 
arrangement of man, but of Him who created the earth. For this point of juncture is 
clearly defined and cannot be mistaken. From here, where the Pyramid stands, lower 
Egypt spreads out northward in a delta, like a fan, watered by the various branches of the 
Nile; whereas upper Egypt is a narrow strip of cultivated land following the course of the 
Nile southward. 


The Great Pyramid, standing thus in the midst of Egypt, can be seen clearly from many 
miles around, and none passing from lower to upper Egypt, or from upper to lower Egypt, 
can fail to see it. 


The physical features of the land of Egypt, also, demonstrated that the stone Witness 
stands in the geometrical midst, the exact center recognized by land-surveyors. It was, 
indeed, a surveyor (Mitchell of the United States of America Coast Survey Department) 
who discovered this remarkable geometrical center of lower Egypt. Noticing that the sea 
coast-line of Egypt is a quarter circle, Mitchell sought for the center of this circle and 
found it marked by the Great Pyramid. 


These physical features of the land of Egypt, on which the drawn lines are based, are 
beyond the power of man to gainsay. And no child of the Lord, to whom He has granted 
the spirit of power, and of love, and of a sound mind, could desire to deny this beautiful 
fulfillment of the words of God, spoken by the mouth of his prophet Isaiah-Isa 19:19, 20. 


Then there is the other line, which connects the Lord’s stone Witness with the city of 
Bethlehem, the foretold place of our Lord’s birth. This also is convincing, and appealed 
to Brother Russell when he was informed about it. In his acknowledgement he replied: 
"Your application of the angle of the passages in the Great Pyramid is a new thought, and 
as it points out so exactly the city of Bethlehem, we regard it with favor, and are inclined 
to accept it as a proper application and further verification of the testimony of the 
Pyramid.—-Yours in the love and service of our Redeemer and King, C.T. Russell." 


The "angle" to which Brother Russell referred is shown by the straight line running 
directly between the Pyramid and Bethlehem. For this line "descends," geographically, 
from Bethlehem south-westward to the Pyramid, at the same angle exactly as the 
Entrance Passage in the Pyramid descends into the rock. The significance of this 
"angular" connection is seen when it is remembered that our Lord, when a child, was 
carried "down" into Egypt from Bethlehem; and that the Pyramid, which marks the 
"midst" of Egypt, is the symbol of our Lord-Mt 2:1-15. 


Also, the actual distance between the Pyramid and Bethlehem, when reckoned in Pyramid 
units of measure (the Pyramid cubit), agrees with the exact period of 2138 years between 
the building of the Pyramid and the birth of our Lord in Bethlehem. And by another 
connected measurement this distance also agrees with the further period of 1915 years 
between the birth of Jesus who was born as "King of the Jews" and the end of "Gentile 
Times" in 1914 A.D., when he took up his great power and began to reign. 


These "coincidences" of place and time cannot be "chance" coincidences. The 
geographical positions of the Pyramid and of Bethlehem are exactly fixed to yield the 
"angular" connection and the precise necessary distance between. And these yield the 
time-measurements that agree with the three prominent dates, 2140 B.C. for the building 
of the Pyramid, 2 B.D. for the birth of our Lord in Bethlehem, and 1914 A.D. for the 
beginning of the reign of our Lord over all the earth, of which Egypt is a symbol. 


Unless the Lord Himself had connected these things, all in perfect agreement with his 
Word of Truth, such harmony could not have been possible; and that which "God hath 
joined together, let not man put asunder"! 


We cannot but feel sorry for those who, having once understood and accepted these facts, 
have now turned their backs on them, and, even worse, pretend that such harmony and 
foreknowledge, such power and wisdom, is of the Evil One! May the Lord open their 
eyes in time to see their position of danger. 


The keynote of this "Watch Tower" article is in paragraph 14, in which we are told that if 
any claim that the Great Pyramid was designed by God, then the burden of proof rests 
with them, etc., —and this in face of the many proofs accumulated and published by 
patient Bible students for the past two generations, and which are still investigated and 
accepted by all who love the truth. It is not without significance that none of the features 
that prove the Divine Authorship of the design of the Pyramid is touched upon in the 
article. This 1s because the recital of any of these numerous features demonstrates its 
reasonableness and harmony with Scriptural truth. 


In the 14th paragraph the statement is made that "nowhere in the Word of God is the 
Pyramid of Gizeh either directly or indirectly mentioned." 


The first thing that must strike anyone, when they gaze upon this pronouncement, is its 
absolute direct denial to other paragraphs, as for instance-"This ancient structure being 
thus repeatedly referred to in the Scriptures"; and "Jehovah will show himself a great 
Savior; and He has already prepared the Great Pyramid as part of His instrumentality for 
convincing the world of his wisdom, foreknowledge, and grace"; "The testimony of this 
peculiar and remarkable witness will give to mankind fresh ground for faith and love and 
zeal." These, and other expressions like them, appear in Vol. III of "Studies in the 
Scriptures," specially recommended to seekers after truth on page 351 of the same issue 
of the "Watch Tower" in which paragraph 14 occurs! It also conveniently ignores the 
comments in the latest (1928) edition of "The Harp of God, " page 192, par. 317, where, 
after quoting 1Pe 2:5-7, it says:—"That other members of the body, then must be built up 
into Christ to conform to that chief cornerstone, which is illustrated by the Great Pyramid 
in Egypt. See Isa 19:19." 


As for the "burden" of proof, this is undoubtedly upon those devotees who claim Satan as 
the designer and master-builder of the Pyramid. They have taken this burden upon 
themselves, to teach the children of the heavenly Father that Satan not only knew the 
secrets of the Scriptural plan of salvation, and all the time-prophecies and general times 
and seasons connected with this plan, but that he, the "prince of darkness," possessed the 
wisdom and foreknowledge necessary to incorporate them in a stone building, and hide 
them there for four thousand years. 


But they will never prove it, for the Scriptures manifest that the Almighty God alone 
possessed the knowledge now found to have been built into this Miracle in stone. 


When Jesus Christ prayed to His Father, He said: "I thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven 
and earth, because thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes. Even so, Father: for so it seemed good in thy sight"-Mt 11:25, 26. We 
can think of the Evil One as being "wise and prudent" in the sense that our Lord here 
meant, but not as one to whom the heavenly Father would permit His secrets to be 
known. 


The apostle Paul says: "We speak the wisdom of God in a mystery [secret], even the 
hidden wisdom, which God ordained before the world unto our glory: which none of the 
princes of this world knew: for had they known it they would not have crucified the Lord 
of glory"-1Co 2:7, 8. The "Well-Shaft" in the Pyramid symbolizes the death and 
resurrection of our Lord, the only avenue to life on any plane for the fallen race. For the 
First Ascending Passage (the Law Age of Israel) is rendered impassable by the "Granite 
Plug" (the perfect Law of god, which no imperfect man can pass), and therefore the Well- 
Shaft is the only open way of access to the upper parts of the Pyramid. Satan, who is 
called "the prince of this world, " could not therefore have originated the symbol of the 
Well-Shaft, not knowing the secret of Christ crucified-1Co 1:23. 


The prophet Daniel sought to understand those things which God had communicated to 
him, but the angel answered: "Go thy way, Daniel: for the words are closed up and sealed 
till the time of the end. Many shall be purified, and made white, and tried; but the wicked 
shall do wickedly: and none of the wicked shall understand"-Da 12:4, 9, 10. Thus Satan 
never understood God’s plan, and cannot understand even now. 


Prominent among the things contained in the book of Daniel are the prophetic periods, 
reaching from Daniel’s time to the first advent of the Messiah, and right through the 
Gospel Age to the second advent. All of these "days" of Daniel are indicated accurately 
by the time-measurements in the Pyramid. As "that wicked one" could not have known 
what was contained in the sealed book of Daniel, he could not have put the corresponding 
time-measurements in the Pyramid. Still less could Satan have known these things that 
God intended to communicate to his prophet sixteen hundred years after the Pyramid was 
built. To claim otherwise is to make void the Word of God. 


Truth in the Pyramid 


The claim that Satan "would put some truth" into the Pyramid in order to deceive the 
Lord’s people is contrary to the Scriptures. Truth can never deceive the Lord’s people; 
and the "father of lies" could not put "truth" into the Pyramid, for, Jesus tells us, "there is 
no truth in him"-Joh 8:44. 


We are told in this article that we should not accept the Pyramid’s testimony, because this 
building is used by others to support their wrong theories. It is obvious that this same 
objection could apply also to the Bible. But the child of God does not reject the Bible on 
this account; and neither will he, nor does he, reject the testimony of the Lord’s stone 
Witness, though others may misuse and miscall it. 


When Jesus Christ said to his disciples, "It is not for you to know the times or the seasons 
which the Father hath put in his own power" (Ac 1:7), we thereby know that the Father 
did not reveal them to, or permit them to come to the knowledge of, His great adversary, 
the father of lies and murderer of the human race. And when Jesus was asked by His 
disciples, "Tell us, when shall these things be? And what shall be the sign of thy 
presence, and of the end of the age?" He answered: "Of that day and that hour knoweth 
no man, no, not the angels which are in heaven, neither the Son, but the Father"-Mt 24:3, 
36-39; Mr 13:32. None of the angels knew, and neither did our Lord Himself. How then 
could Satan have known, as claimed in this article? 


For if Satan designed the Pyramid (so that it "may be called Satan’s Bible, and not God’s 
stone witness"-see par. 37 in the article), then he must have known, and foreknown, all of 
the prominent dates connected with God’s Plan of the Ages, for they are all indicated in it 
by the time-measurements. This is declared in Vol. VII of "Studies in the Scriptures," 
page 60. (This 7th volume of "Studies" is printed in eight languages, and is specially 
recommended to all seekers after truth in the same issue of the "Watch Tower" in which 
the article repudiating the testimony of the Pyramid appears.) A long list of prominent 
dates covering the whole period of the plan of God, from the fall of Adam to the 
restoration of the Dominion to mankind, is presented on page 60 of the seventh volume. 
All of these are there said to be authentic Scriptural dates, and all of them are claimed to 
be accurately foreshown in the time-measurements of the Great Pyramid. We are now 
"instructed" to believe that they were all put in the Pyramid by the "father of lies"! 


To say that Satan set up the Great Pyramid in Egypt is not according to the Scriptures; for 
the prophet of the Lord declares that it was the "Mighty God, the Lord of hosts... which 
hast set signs and wonders in the land of Egypt, even unto this day"-Jer 32:17-20. It is 
evident that Satan had nothing to do with it. 


A sentence in paragraph 34 of the article reads: "The great God of justice and love would 
not erect a structure which would result in the oppression of slaves and the great loss of 
life." 


We can imagine we are listening to the words of "higher critics"! Among other objections 
the higher critics say: "If the Bible God is a God of love and justice, as you claim, he 
would not have destroyed the poor helpless world in the flood." "A God of justice and 
love would not have commanded King Saul to slay the Amalekites, as the Bible declares: 
‘Now go smite Amalek and utterly destroy all that they have, and spare them not; but slay 
both man and woman, infant and suckling, ox and sheep, camel and ass’"-1Sa 15:3. 


In another sentence in the 34th paragraph we read: "If that work was done by human 
hands or human power, then it must have been done by men who were slaves." Then it 
continues: "That being true, without a doubt many of them died from exhaustion or from 
being cruelly driven to the task." We are informed that God would never think of 
employing slaves to do any of his work but that as Satan is the great oppressor it follows, 
logically, that the Great Pyramid was built by the devil! 


We refuse to be carried away by this kind of logic. It is false reasoning, because contrary 
to Scriptures and outside the facts of history. The records of history declare that the 
invading "Shepherd Kings," the master-builders of the Pyramid, who easily subdued the 
Egyptians by their power "without a battle," immediately closed the idolatrous temples of 
the land and stopped idolatrous worship. The common people therefore were liberated 
from the bondage of their idols and priesthood; and this "reformation" must have proved 
a real blessing. The deposed priesthood, of course, did not welcome this interference with 
their liberties, and that is why the priesthood of subsequent dynasties, according to the 
account of Herodotus, calumniated the memory of the powerful but peaceful Shepherd 
Kings, just as the "Watch Tower" article does. 


By enlisting the people to erect the Great Pyramid the Shepherd Kings enriched the land, 
even as the erecting of the Temple in Jerusalem enriched Palestine. And the people were 
not cruelly driven to the task, but, on the contrary, they were relieved every three months 
according to the historical records. This was the method adopted by Solomon in the 
building of the Temple-1Ki 5:13-18. 


The nation of Israel was developed in slavery in that very land wherein God’s stone 
Witness stands-Ex 1:11-14. This oppression of Israel by the Egyptians occurred about 
five centuries after the building of the Pyramid. Moses could not understand why the 
Lord had brought his people under bondage to cruel taskmasters; and he cried: "Lord, 
wherefore hast thou so evil entreated this people?"-Ex 5:22, 23. But God had foretold this 
affliction when making his promise to Abraham, and had arranged for it as part of his 
plan to develop his chosen nation and weld it together.-Ge 15:13, 14. 


Thus we see that our heavenly Father, our God of love, wisdom, justice, and power, does 
many strange acts to bring honor to His Name-Ex 9:35; Heb 9:17. His instructed children 
can see by faith the entire plan of salvation complete. But worldly minds cannot 
understand, and are apt to judge the Almighty from their narrow viewpoint-Isa 55:8, 9. 
The time is coming, however, when the eyes of the people will be opened, when all evil 
systems and organizations that have stood between them and the truth are swept away. 


It is not necessary to suppose that the actual builders of the Pyramid knew the true 
purpose of it; for neither did Moses nor David know of the inner meaning of their 
structures. It was not until the advent of Jesus Christ that God granted this insight. 
Therefore He did not speak to Moses about the purpose of the Great Pyramid, for this 
knowledge was not then necessary or due. 


The same applies to Jesus and the apostles: it was not necessary for them to know about 
the detailed measurements and symbolisms of the Pyramid, although they understood the 
importance of the headstone, from which they drew valuable lessons-Mt 21:42-45; Ac 
4:10-12. 


While the detailed teaching of the Pyramid could not be understood in times past, 
nevertheless it was revealed to David, and later to Isaiah, that this building held a 
message. For the account of the construction of this, the chief of the ancient "Seven 


Wonders," was handed down through the centuries. We have seen that David spoke ofa 
head corner stone, which at first was rejected by the builders. Then he adds: "This is the 
day which the Lord hath made; we will rejoice and be glad in it. Save now, I beseech 
thee, O Lord: O Lord, I beseech thee, send now prosperity. Blessed be he that cometh in 
the name of the Lord"-Ps 118:22-26. 


When Jesus rode into Jerusalem as King, in fulfilment of the prophecy of Zechariah (Zec 
9:9; Mt 21:4-9), the multitude cried, "Hosanna to the son of David: Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord; Hosanna in the highest." They thought the Lord now 
would send the long promised prosperity. 


But Jesus knew He must first be rejected by the rulers, before he could be exalted and 
send prosperity-Lu 24:19-27, 44-48. Therefore, when confronting the rulers a little later, 
he addressed to them these other words of the Psalmist: "The stone which the builders 
rejected, the same is become the head of the corner"-Mt 21:42-44. And then, knowing 
that he was about to be rejected and slain, he wept over Jerusalem, saying: "Behold, your 
house is felt unto you desolate. For I say unto you, Ye shall not see me henceforth, till ye 
shall say, Blessed is he that cometh in the name of the Lord"-Mt 23:37-39. This time, 
please God, is now at the door, when they will recognise Him whom they rejected, and 
realise that He is the greater Son of David, who comes in the name of Jehovah with 
restitution, blessings, and prosperity-Ac 3:20, 21. 


It is objected that the prophet Isaiah cannot refer to a Sign and Witness of stone in the 
literal land of Egypt, because, just previous to this reference to the altar and pillar, he 
says, "In that day shall five cities in the land of Egypt speak the language of Canaan, and 
swear to the Lord of hosts; one shall be called the city of destruction"-The city of the sun- 
Isa 19:18. It is contended that there are no such cities in Egypt to-day. 


We note, however, that in the same chapter the prophet says: "In that day shall there be a 
highway out of Egypt to Assyria, and the Assyrian shall come into Egypt, and the 
Egyptian into Assyria, and the Egyptians shall serve with the Assyrians. In that day shall 
Israel be a third with Egypt and with Assyria, even a blessing in the midst of the land; 
whom the Lord of hosts shall bless, saying, Blessed be Egypt my people, and Assyria the 
work of my hands, and Israel mine inheritance"-Isa 19:23-25. 


When the Lord regathers his people Israel from the lands of their captivity, including the 
grave, Israel will be his inheritance. So also will Egypt be called his people, and Assyria 
the work of his hands-See also Eze 16:53-63. The Psalmist declares: "Among the gods 
there is none like unto thee, O Lord; neither are there any works like unto thy works. All 
nations whom thou hast made shall come and worship before thee, O Lord; and shall 
glorify thy name. For thou art great, and doest wondrous things: thou art God alone"-Ps 
86:8-10. The Lord also speaks of the time when He will "bring again the captivity" of the 
nations of Moab, Amon, Elam, Sodom, and Samaria-Am 9:14, 15; Jer 48:47; 49:6, 39. 


These, and many other Scriptures, show that God is the God of all nations, and that all 
owe their existence to Him alone-Ac 17:24-26. And, however God may have used the 


various nations in an illustrative or symbolical way, in connection with the forthtelling of 
details of his plan of the ages, and for the instruction of his special chosen people, both 
fleshly and spiritual, these nations still have their identity, and will be restored to their 
former estates when Christ reigns over all the earth as King, as Jehovah declared, "Ask of 
me, and I shall give thee the heathen for thine inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the 
earth for thy possession"-Ps 2:8. 


When the Lord, then, is King over all the earth, and Israel is the third with Egypt and 
Assyria and a blessing in the midst of the land, the prophecy of the five cities will be 
fulfilled. In the meantime the prophecy of the "highway" is fulfilled in the railway; and 
this 1s a remarkable fulfilment of an age-long prophecy that always seemed impossible. 
But the great World War that broke out suddenly in 1914 (one of the prominent dates 
indicated by the Lord’s stone Witness, and deciphered there many years previously by 
careful students of the Word), made this seemingly impossible fulfillment come to pass. 


The Altar and Witness 


Then we have the Great Pyramid in the land of Egypt, which fulfils most convincingly 
the prophecy of the altar and pillar, and which, as the Lord intended it should, is 
witnessing to the Lord’s people and the world. "For what if some did not believe? Shall 
their unbelief make the faith of God without effect?"-Ro 3:3. We are glad to know that 
nothing can stop this witnessing, for it is the Lord’s doing and not man’s. As Brother 
Russell exclaims, with conviction and joy in which we share, "Lo, the very stones of this 
Great Pyramid of Testimony are crying out in no uncertain tones. Every inch of this 
massive structure is eloquently proclaiming the wisdom and power and grace of our 
God." 


"Such testimony would be peculiar and striking indeed, even if there were no Scriptures 
found to bear on the subjects examined; but when the Scriptures had already clearly and 
positively declared to us these same circumstances and dates, before the Pyramid’s 
testimony was heard, its wonderful agreement with and corroboration of the same 
become doubly significant and striking. Now, when the worldly-wise are repudiating 
God’s Word as ‘obsolete’ and ‘unscientific,’ to have this stone ‘Witness’ speak, and 
corroborate the testimony of the Bible, is truly astounding. 


To hear its testimony as to man’s fall at the very time that the worldly-wise are claiming 
that man never was perfect, never was in God’s image, and consequently never fell from 
it, is remarkable. To hear its testimony that none could enter the Gospel high-calling to 
the divine nature, or the state of human justification and life through the Law Covenant 
passage-way [the First Ascending Passage, which symbolizes the Law Age], at a time 
when so many are preaching that the Law of Moses [man’s own efforts] is the only way 
to life, is certainly gratifying. Surely in the Great Pyramid ‘the invisible things [plans] of 
God from the creation of the world are clearly seen; being understood by the things that 
are made’-Ro 1:20 


"Some may scoff at the testimony of this stone ‘Witness,’" continues Brother Russell, "as 
they also scoff at God”s written Word; but to their scoffs we answer: Account for this 
peculiar fitness of things, or else venture to prophesy of the future, and see how your 
prophesies will result. Prove to us that it requires no inspiration to foretell future events. 
Show us a sample of worldly wisdom. “Produce your cause, saith the Lord; bring forth 
your strong reason, saith the King of Jacob. Let them bring them forth and show us what 
will happen; let them show the former things, what they be, that we may consider them 
and know the latter end of them; or declare to us things to come. Show the things that are 
to come hereafter, that we may know that ye are god’ (mighty ones)-Isa 41:21-23." 


While the Lord, the Creator of heaven and earth, thus challenges the worldly-wise to 
prove that they are able to foretell future history, shall we nevertheless contend that 
Satan, the father of lies, could do so? This is what the "Watch Tower" article contends 
for, claiming that Satan foreknew every prominent event and date in mankind’s history 
pertaining to the outworking of God’s plan or the ages, including those of the advents of 
our Lord and the mystery of Christ. The children of God are even challenged to prove 
their Scriptural claim that their heavenly Father is the only one who could have fore- 
arranged these things which He hid from ages and generations, and therefore the only one 
who could have foreshown them in the Great Pyramid, where they are now clearly to be 
read. 


Paragraph 39 of the "Tower" article says: "It has always been Satan’s purpose to exalt 
himself and to push Jehovah out of sight." The obvious reply to this somewhat crude 
expression is that, no matter how much Satan may have "purposed" to exalt himself, he 
never did and never can "push Jehovah out of sight," neither in a literal nor in a spiritual 
sense. On the contrary, the Scriptures declare of Jehovah, "Verily thou art a God that 
hidest thyself, O God of Israel, the Savior" -Isa 45:15. Satan has no volition in the matter, 
neither being able to "push" God out of the sight of those who have the seeing faith nor to 
reveal God to the unbelieving- Lu 10:21, 22. Of Moses we read that, "by faith he forsook 
Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the king: for he endured, as seeing him who is invisible"- 
Heb 11:27. Faith can see right through "dead stone"! But Satan, the god of this world, is 
permitted to "blind the minds" of them which believe not, "lest the light of the glorious 
gospel of Christ, who is the image of God, should shine unto them"-2Co 4:1-6. This is 
not Satan’s arrangement, but God’s purpose, as explained by Jesus Christ-Mr 4:10-12; Ro 
11:8-10. 


Other Pyramid Expositors 


We are not to make the mistake of supposing that the Pleiades were in line with the 
Ascending Passages at the time when the Pyramid was built. In quoting from the well- 
known work of the Rev. Joseph Seiss, Brother Russell presents the correct understanding- 
See page 327 of Vol. III, "Studies." On later consideration Professor C. Piazzi Smyth 
agreed that, not 2170 B.C., but 2140 B.C. was the date of the erection of the Pyramid. On 
the Autumnal Equinox of the year 2140 B.C. Alpha Draconis, the "North Star" of that 
epoch, shone directly down the Descending Passage, while the Pleiades were exactly on 
the meridian of the Pyramid. The ascending Passages pointed to this meridian, but not to 


the Pleiades. Instead, the "scored lines" drawn on the walls of the Descending Passage, 
Which by an exact time-measurement mark the date 2140 B.C., pointed directly upward 
to the Pleiades at this particular date, 2140 B.C.-See Vol. II. "Great Pyramid Passages," 
Section 31. 


The words of Isaiah, "Woe to them that go down to Egypt for help" (Isa 31:1) are in this 
"Watch Tower" article applied literally, as apparently a warning to any who think of 
going to the Lord”s stone Witness in Egypt for the purpose of finding in what way this 
Altar-Pillar testifies to the Lord of hosts. But the prophet goes on to say: "And stay on 
horses, and trust in chariots, because they are many; and in horsemen, because they are 
very strong; but they look not unto the Holy One of Israel, neither seek the Lord." 


Brother Russell explains the whole passage in his Pyramid chapter, page 316. The 
"horses" and "horsemen" are wrong doctrines and false leaders, and the "chariots" are 
worldly organizations. These all claim to be doctrines and leaders and organizations of 
the Lord, but God warns us against putting our trust in them, because they are of "Egypt," 
the world. 


In his volumes of "Studies in the Scriptures" Brother Russell teaches very clearly how to 
distinguish between the Kingdom of God and the "power of darkness." He shows how the 
many evil systems of this "present evil world" all combine to make up the kingdom of the 
"prince of darkness," deceiving many into thinking that their particular "system" or 
"organization" is free from his, Satan’s, influence. There is only the one safe course for 
the children of God, namely, to be clear of all systems or sects or organizations 
whatsoever, and be joined individually to Christ as members in particular of His body- 
1Co 12:12-27. 


"We hope and labor," said Brother Russell, "that the good work of reforming and 
protesting against error may go on and on until each individual Christian will rest his 
faith (not in a denomination, large or small) but personally and individually in the 
Redeemer, and be united to Christ Jesus, the Head, as a member of his body-the only true 
Church...Such a splitting up of creeds and systems has been necessary to set free the 
Lord’s ‘sheep,’ to prepare a cleansed sanctuary class truly united to Christ." 


"Standing thus free, untrammeled by human creeds and bondages, but personally united 
to Christ each will find in the others ‘members of the body of Christ,’ and affinity, 
fellowship, and love will unite them in the only ‘union’ that is not injurious-union in 
Christ, to whom, as living’ branches’ in the Vine, each is personally united." Each one of 
these followers of Jesus Christ can claim God as his Father; and it is He, and not any 
"organization," who "hath delivered us from the power of darkness, and hath translated us 
into the kingdom of his dear Son"-Ro 8:14-17; Col 1:12-14. 


Brother Russell impressed upon us from the Word of God, and desired us to comprehend 
clearly, that the Kingdom of God’s dear Son is an invisible Kingdom, not seen of men. 

We are "citizens" of this heavenly Kingdom and "ambassadors for Christ," and to us this 
is real; but to others it is not so, as the apostle John declares: "The world knoweth us not, 


because it knew him not"-1Jo 3:1. Our Lord’s reply to the woman of Samaria proves 
conclusively that there is now no visible place where His followers can render acceptable 
service and worship to their heavenly Father-Joh 4:19-24. 


The woman said: "Our fathers worshipped in this mountain [Gerizim]; and ye say, that in 
Jerusalem is the place where men ought to worship." Jesus answered: "Woman, believe 
me, the hour cometh, when ye shall neither in this mountain, nor yet in Jerusalem, 
worship the Father. ..the true worshippers shall worship the father in spirit and in truth: for 
the Father seeketh such to worship him. God is a Spirit; and they that worship him must 
worship him in spirit and in truth." We who are begotten of the Spirit are children of the 
heavenly Father. We are not the "children" of any visible organization. 


The word "organization" does not occur in the Bible, and its use is apt to mislead. The 
Scriptural word is "kingdom"; and our Lord distinctly said that "the kingdom of God 
cometh not with observation"-with outward show-Lu 17:20. Therefore, there is no 
"visible organization of God on earth," as is claimed by some to their undoing. 


How often Brother Russell warned us against this very thing, and how foolish we shall be 
if we do not heed his warning. We shall indeed be foolish if we claim that "only through 
our system or organization will the heavenly Father accept praise and service"; for this 
would make it appear necessary for every spirit-begotten child of God to "bow the knee" 
to the few who have constituted themselves heads of the organization. The apostle shows 
that it is only the carnal, fleshly mind that is deceived by such unscriptural claims-1Co 
3:1-6, 18-23. 


We must never forget the example of the apostate church, the "mystery of iniquity" of 
which Satan is the instigator (2Th 2:7-9), and which deceived the whole world to such an 
extent that at last the most arrogant of all the popes, Boniface VIII, felt called upon to 
issue his famous (or infamous!) "bull," Unam Sanctum, which contained the preposterous 
claim: "We declare, determine, and decree, that it is absolutely necessary to salvation, 
that every human being should be subject to the Roman pontiff"! 


History shows that this marked the first beginnings of the downfall of the "Holy Roman 
Empire." When the peak of arrogance is reached, then begins the decline, which ends in 
utter destruction. This is the law of the Lord, "for whosoever exalteth himself shall be 
abased; and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted"-Lu 14:11. And while we read in 
the world”s news that "The Pope has again become a temporal sovereign" (the "solemn 
treaty" between the Vatican and the Italian government, which makes the Pope once 
more a king in his own right, was signed on 11th February, 1929), we know that this is 
only preparatory to the final destruction-Re 17:11-18; 18:21. 


To apply Isaiah’s words (Isa 31:1) in a literal way is evidently not Scriptural, for then 
God would not have sent His angel to appear to Joseph in a dream, to warn him about 
Herod’s intentions-Mt 2:13-15. When Joseph took the child Jesus and his mother by night 
and departed into Egypt, according to God’s instructions, he went there for help, to 
escape the woe that Herod brought upon Bethlehem-Mt 2:16. 


Therefore when the prophet Isaiah, in another of his prophecies, directs the attention of 
the Lord’s children to an Altar and a Pillar in the land of Egypt, and tells us, by the spirit 
of inspiration, that this Altar-Pillar is to be for a Sign and for a Witness to the Lord of 
hosts, we do well, if we are wise, to pay heed to His words. As is to be expected, Satan 
and his deluded followers will do all in their power to divert attention from this Sign and 
Witness, as Brother Russell forewarned us. The Lord’s people are not interested in the 
sphinx, for they know it is but a "dumb idol"-Ro 8:9. But as for the Great Pyramid it is 
different, for they have "heard" its stones "crying out in no uncertain tones." 


"Firmly incased in this solid rocky structure," concludes Brother Russell, "beyond the 
power of nature’s storms or of the ruthless hand of the destroyer, the outline drawings of 
God’s great plan have stood for four thousand years, prepared to give their testimony at 
the time appointed, in corroboration of the similarly revealed, but for ages hidden, 
testimony of the sure Word of Prophecy." "men may sneer, but they cannot laugh down 
this mighty structure, nor scoff out of it the angles, proportions, measures, nature 
references and sacred correspondences which its Maker gave it. Here they are in all their 
speaking significance, stubborn and invincible beyond all power to suppress them." 


Pyramid Measurements 


We recommend a careful study of the chapter on the Pyramid by Brother Russell, 
comparing the explanation given there with the Scriptures cited. Such study as this is 
time well spent, for it gives all who desire truth a clear grasp of the Scriptural plan of 
salvation as it is in Christ Jesus. We must draw attention to the fact, however, that the 
measurements of the passage-ways require now to be amended, for when Brother Russell 
wrote his chapter on the Pyramid at the end of Vol. III, "Studies in the Scriptures" nearly 
forty years ago, the true measures of some parts, especially of the Descending Passage 
and "Pit," were not known. Professor C. Piazzi Smyth never went down the lower reach 
of the Descending Passage, and Professor Petrie did not measure it carefully, as he 
himself confesses. 


After we visited the Pyramid in 1909 and 1912, when we measured every part carefully, 
we published the correct measurements in Vol. II of "Great Pyramid Passages" in 1913; 
and Brother Russell acknowledged the necessary amendments to his figures by specially 
recommending this volume to all "Watch Tower" readers, just as he had previously, in 
1910, recommended Vol. I of "Great Pyramid Passages: in the "Watch Tower." Also in 
the Watch Tower Society's other periodical, "The Golden Age," these two volumes of 
"Great Pyramid Passages" are specially recommended to all careful students of God's 
Word; and the article on the Pyramid in the 21st May, 1924, issue makes use of our 
corrected measurements, and time-measurements, and many of the diagrams (this article 
on the Pyramid was so much appreciated that it had to be reprinted, in the 21st December, 
1924, issue of "The Golden Age"). 


All such works on the testimony of the Lord's stone Witness, corroborative of the 
Scriptural plan of salvation, are most helpful to the Lord's people. For we know that at 
this time, as never before, people are on the one hand turning to Spiritism, and on the 


other hand to Evolution, and both of these snares of the adversary are utterly refuted in 
the teaching of the Lord’s stone Witness. Neither should we allow ourselves to be turned 
aside from this grand truth that we have received, even though it is inevitable that we 
shall be misunderstood, and have to suffer; for let us remember the words of Isa 57:2, and 
Ro 10:15. 


Our Lord gave us comfort when he said: "Blessed are ye, when men shall hate you, and 
when they shall separate you from their company, and shall reproach you, and cast out 
your name as evil, for the Son of man’s sake. Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for joy: for, 
behold, your reward is great in heaven: for in like manner did their fathers to the 
prophets"-Lu 6:27-38. "Remember the word that I said unto you, The servant is not 
greater than his lord. If they have persecuted me, they will persecute you: 1f they have 
kept my saying, they will keep yours also, ... But this cometh to pass, that the word might 
be fulfilled that is written in their law, They hated me without a cause"-Joh 15:17-37; Mt 
10:24-25. "Hear the word of the Lord, ye that tremble at his word; your brethren that 
hated you, that cast you out for my name”s sake, said, Let the Lord be glorified: but he 
shall appear to your joy, and they shall be ashamed"-Isa 66:5.
